The Universal Military Training Exper- 
imental Unit was activated by The Ar- 
mored Center on 25 Nov. 1946, and is an 
addition to the above list. 

The mission of The Armored Center is 
to coordinate and supervise all Army 
Ground Forces activities and units at Ft 
Knox. 

The Commanding General, The Armored 
Center, is also Commandant, The Armored 
School, and Commanding General of the 
Post of Fort Knox. Since no additional 
personnel were authorized to organize 
Headquarters, The Armored Center, the 
staffs of The Armored Schoo! and the 
Post of Ft. Knox have been utilized, in 
general, as the staff of The Armored Cen- 
ter. Also wherever possible The Armored 
School staff has been consolidated with 
the Post staff to eliminate duplication and 
to save personnel. 

The Armored Center operates directly 
under the Commanding General, Army 
Ground Forces. The Post of Ft. Knox, 
however, is a subordinate command of 
the Commanding General, 2d Army. For 
this reason the headquarters has been di- 
vided into two echelons, one known as 
Headquarters The Armored Center, and 
the other as Headquarters Fort Knox. The 
Center headquarters echelon is responsi- 
ble for all matters pertaining to person- 
nel, intelligence, organization, training, 
military justice, and inspector general ac- 
tivities within The Armored Center and 
the Post of Ft. Knox. In addition to the 
Commanding General and The Chief of 
Staff, the G-1, G-2, G-3, AG, SJA, Press 
Relations and IG staff sections of The 
Armored Center and Post are in this eche- 
lon. The echelon known as Headquarters 
Ft. Knox is responsible for all matters 
Pertaining to supply and post adminis- 
tration within The Armored Center and 
the Post of Ft. Knox. It is also charged 
With operation of the Separation Point, 
4nd command of the mid-Western Branch, 
U. 8. Disciplinary Barracks and Army

Representative Carl Vinson (R-Ga) 


former chairman of the House Committee 
on Naval Affairs and now ranking minor- 
ity member of the House Committee on 
Armed Services, introduced a bill (HR 
2241) to abolish flight pay and to sub- 
stitute for it a $10,000 insurance policy 
with premiums paid by the Government 
for the periods in which personnel are en- 
gaged in aerial flights. Mr. Vinson’s bill 
also would include abolition of increases 
in pay for submarine duty. 

Although a member of the minority 
party, Mr. Vinson is an influential mem- 
ber of the committee on whom the Chair- 
man, Representative Andrews (R-NY) re- 
lies for a good deal of the committee’s 
work. 

In the Senate Senator Harry P. Cain 
(R-Wash), speaking 24 Feb. on the econ- 
omy program, suggested that “not only 
would dollars in surprising amounts be 
saved, but to eliminate flight pay would 
he to recognize that special privilege is 
no more required in the Army and Navy 
than in any other walk in life.” 

Senator Cain has a wide Service back- 
ground having seen duty with the Civil 
Affairs Division in Italy, on the staff at 
General Eisenhower’s London head- 
quarters, and in a combat command with 
glider duty with the VIII Airborne corps

National Defense Establishment 

President Truman on 26 Feb. sent to 
Congress the text of a proposed bill for 
unification of the Armed Forces through 
creation of a National Defense Estab- 
lishment. 

The full tevts of the President’s mes- 
sage and the bill begin on page 632. 

The bill was immediately referred to 
the Committee on Executive Expenditures 
in the House. In the Senate, the President 
Pro-Tem tentatively announced that he 
will refer the bill to the Committee on 
Armed Services, but said he would hear 
arguments from the Committee on Expen- 


ditures in Executive Departments at 
noon 28 Feb. 
Senator George D. Aiken (R-Vt.), 


chairman of the Senate Committee on 
Executive Expenditures, had asked that 
the unification bill be referred to his com- 
mittee in line with provisions of the Con- 
gressional Reorganization Act which 
charges this group with responsibility for 
bills reorganizing government depart- 
ments. Representative Clare Hoffman 
(R-Mich.), heads the House Committee 
on Executive Expenditures. 
Representative Hoffman introduced the 
unification bill yesterday, and announced 
that his group will meet 5 March to de- 
cide procedure for its study of the bill. 
Based on the joint Army-Navy agree- 
ment announced 16 Jan. by the White 
House, the unification bill is entitled the 
“National Security Act of 1947.” Presi- 
dent Truman, in transmitting the pro- 
posed legislation to Congress, wrote:

House Group Presses 
For Promotion Details 


The House Committee on Armed Serv- 
ices has called the Navy to explain to it 
in closed session 4 March the provisions 
of the new promotion plan soon to be 
formally presented to Congress. 

The War Department is slated to fol- 
low soon after with a presentation of its 
promotion plans. 

Although the promotion legislation it- 
self is still under study by the Budget 
Bureau, the committee has asked that its 
provisions be explained in full. 

Senator Chan Gurney (R-SD), chair- 
man of the Senate Committee on Armed 
Services, declared, however, that his 
group will not begin consideration of pro- 
motion legislation until after the unifica- 
tion bill is disposed of. He said this week 
that he prefers to await this action in 
order to eliminate the possibility that the 
promotion bills may have to be re 
considered in the light of the National 
Defense set-up decided on by Congress. 

The Budget Bureau was still working 
on the Navy plan this week, reviewing the 
Navy’s estimates of what the new plan 
will cost. Navy representatives were 
present to explain their figures showing 
that the cost to the government under 
the proposed promotion plan is less than 
under the permanent prewar statute now 
on the books. 

Besides the cost factor, it was said. the 
Budget Bureau is concerned with making 
the Army and Navy bills as much alike 
as practicable, subject to peculiarities of 
each service. 

The Navy’s promotion plan covers 147 
pages treating of promotion by selection, 
distribution of rank, and retirement pro- 
visions. It represents over two years’ 
study and work in the Bureau of Naval 
Personnel, and reports from ranking offi- 
cers of the Fleet and shore establish- 
ments. 

Members of the Committee said this 
week that they have been informed the 
War Department’s promotion blil is also 
very long and exhaustive. It is still in 
the process of renovation in the Bureau 
of the Budget, having been returned this 
week after further studies in the Depart- 
ment. Even mare elements of selection 
and forced attrition have been added, it 
is said. There will be fewer designations 
of officers to specific branches, most of 
the combat officers merely being commis- 
sioned in the Army, while staff and sup- 
ply personnel will generally be commis- 
sioned in their specialties. 

Secretary Patterson informed the Sen- 
ate that he will send up legislation “to 
give officers of the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral’s Department advantages in promo- 
tion commensurate with those given other 
officer personnel on account of their 
specialized professional education and 
training,” which probably means that he 
will put them on par with officers of the 
Medical Corps who start out as first in- 
stead of second lieutenants. 

The main improvement to be claimed 
over the Navy’s earlier law is that it 
achieves most of the forced attrition of 
officers early in their careers, thereby re- 
ducing the severity of prewar elimination

Army and Navy Nurse Bill 

After lengthy consideration by the full 
House Committee on Armed Services, the 
Army and Navy Nurse bill, H. R. 1943, 
reported to the full committee this week 
by a sub-committee, was ordered reported 
to the House of Representatives with an 
amendment providing that the rate of re- 
tirement pay should be arrived at by 
multiplying the years of active service by 
24 per cent of base and longevity pay 
instead of the 3 per cent called for by 
the sub-committee’s bill. 

The difference of opinion in regard to 
the retirement percentage was indicated 
by the vote of 19 in favor of 24 per cent 
to 9 for 3 per cent. 

The bill was ordered reported, with 
the figure of 3 per cent changed to 24 
per cent in Section 108(a) (page 628, 
column 2 of the 22 Feb. issue of the ARMY 
AND NAvy JOURNAL) ; 3 per cent changed 
to 24 per cent in Section 207(e) (page 
629, column 1, of the same issue) ; and 3 
per cent elided from Section 207(g) and 
(h) (page 629, column 1 ). 

Following the lead of the Navy Depart- 
ment in opposing the 3 per cent figure, on 
the ground that, if granted, all officers 
should be given that percentage and that 
now even officers who are forced out by 
selection are given only the 2} per cent 
basis, Representative Bates (I-Mass.) 
said: “This bill takes nurses out of the 
category of hired help and places them on 
a plane with officers in every respect. It 
would be inconsistent to give them 3 per 
cent now that they are on a higher plane 
with doctors and others. Unless we are 
ready to give 3 per cent to all, the nurses 
should not have it.” 

Representative Kilday (D-Tex.) urged 
as a reason for the 3 per cent figure that 
“there is a difference in that nurses can- 
not in general go beyond the grades of 
captain in the Army and lieutenant in the 
Navy, and their retirement is not on a 
plane with the retirement of Navy of- 
ficers forced out by selection.” Mr. Kilday 
then asked: “Will the bill be retroactive? 
Will it take care of nurses who have been 
retired with only relative rank”? To this 
the chairman of the sub-committee re: 
plied: “We expect to have legislation in- 
troduced to take care of them.” 

Representative Short (R-Mo.) contri- 
buted the query: “Should old maids not 
having children be penalized because of 
officers with children and families who 
are forced out by selection with 24 per 
cent”? 

The Surgeon General of the Army, Maj. 
Gen. Norman T. Kirk, stated that the 
War Department had specified 75 per 
cent of active duty pay and allowances as 
the amount to be paid retired purses, 
but that the Bureau of the Budget had 
disapproved this. 


Special Services Value 

Brig. Gen. Russel B. Reynolds, Chief of 
War Department Special Services, ad- 
dressing the American Retail Federation 
in Washington 25 Feb., outlined the func- 
tions of the Army Recreation Service, 
Army Motion Picture Service and Army 
Exchange Service. 

During the past year at stations in the 
United States, General Reynolds said, 
Post Exchange sales per man per month 
have been approximately $25. Overseas 
sales, he added, are higher. He nointed 
out that the policy of the War Depart- 
ment is to permit wide flexibility in the 
sources from which merchandise is pro- 
cured for resale. 

“Young men who find interesting things 
to do while off duty,” General Reynolds 
said, “are far more likely to stay on our 
posts, at home, than to seek every oppor- 
tunity to find their recreation elsewhere. 
The recreation they seek elsewhere some- 
times gets them into trouble.” 





Pay Increase For Academies Held 


Up 

Although the Senate Committee on 
Armed Services has reported to the Sen- 
ate the bill to increase the pay of cadets 
at the U. S. Military and Coast Guard 
Academies, and of midshipmen at the U. 
S. Naval Academy, the House Committee 
on Armed Services voted to delay until 
next week action on the identical House 
bill, H.R. 1377. The House sub-committee, 
before which hearings were held, has re- 
ported the bill favorably to the full com- 
mittee. 

Opposition was due (1) to a suggestion 
that economy should be practiced in rela- 
tion to the purpose of this bill as in rela- 
tion to others; (2) to the admission by 
the Superintendent of the Naval Acad- 
emy, Rear Adm. James I. Holloway, jr., 
USN, that different Academy funds, now 
being drawn on to make up deficits in 
laundry and other lines, are still of good 
size—laundry reserve being $35,000; 
ship’s stores reserve, $15,000; athletic 
fund, amount not stated; and (3) that 
approving this legislation would result in 
the increase being applied to students in 
training at civilian colleges under the 
enlarged NROTC program. 

Testimony given at the hearing before 
the full committee was te the effect that a 
“nlebe” has about $11 spending money out 
of his pay each month, $9 being in the way 
of credit at the ship’s service stores plus 
$2 actual cash; and that a third classman 
has $14 cash; a second classman, $18; a 
first classman has $23 cash monthly, out 
of their monthly pay of $65, and that all 
midshipmen are expected to have $470 to 
their credit at the end of their course for 
their initial officer’s uniform. 

The commandant of cadets at West 
Point, Brig. Gen. Gerald J. Higgins, USA, 
testified that there are no reserve funds at 
the Point and that at the time of gradua- 
tion, cadets are $22 in debt. 

General Higgins also called attention to 
the fact that a second lieutenant receives 
$235 per month, a technical sergeant, $240 
plus clothing and other allowances, while 
cadets draw $65 which is $10 per month 
less than buck privates. 

Rear Adm. James L. Holloway, jr., 
USN, Superintendent of the U. S. Naval 
Academy, appeared before a_ subcom- 
mittee of the House Committee on Armed 
Services 24 Feb. for hearings on the bill 
for an increase in pay for Midshipmen. 

Admiral Holloway was accompanied by 
Comdr. Richard S. Craighill, USN, secre- 
tary of the Academic Board; Capt. Wil- 
liam S. Estabrook, USN, executive officer 
to the Commandant of Midshipmen; and 
Mid. David Swenson, Brigade Captain. 

According to Naval Academy records, 
this is the first time that a Midshipman 
has testified before a Congressional com- 
mittee. 





Hold Up Army Promotions 

Members of the Senate Committee on 
Armed Services are beginning to show 
some impatience with the War Depart- 
ment’s long delay in submitting the nearly 
700 nominations for the promotion to the 
grade of colonel of those officers of the 
Regular Army who have long been legally 
entitled to such promotion. 

The publicity given in the daily press 
last week to the fact that the nomination 
of Lt. Col. Frank A. Kilian will be in- 
cluded thereon did not disturb committee 
members who say that while they will not 
confirm his nomination neither do they 
intend to withhold promotion from others 
so entitled. 

Meanwhile the Department states that 
the delay, which dates back to the last 
Congress Is occasioned by the Committee’s 
desire that 25 copies of the record of each 
officer be submitted to the committee. 





Threatens Naval Officer 
Representative Omar Burleson (D- 
Tex), who served in the Navy during 
World War II as a Lieutenant Command- 
er, announced in the House on 26 Feb. 
that he will investigate the case of a 
Navy Commander whom he said was 
promoted to Captain although previously 
recommended for a general court martial. 
Representative Burleson, in introducing 
H.R. 2148 to Amend the Articles of War 
and Articles for the Government of the 
Navy, told of a commanding officer. 
Comdr. Howard W. Neely, USN, who, he 
charged was at one time “instructing 
prospective members of the court-martial 
board—hbefore he appointed them to that 
duty—as to the sentence to be imposed 
on certain of the accused.” 

He continued: 

“We probably rever will be able to elimi 
nate snch men as Commander Howard W 
Neely whom T have mentioned, but we should 
remove from the hands of such unscrupulous 
men the dictatorial powers which he and his 
kind administered overseas when they 
thonght they could get by with it. Incident 
ally, I want to savy here that I am not vin 
dictive, nor did this Commander Neely ever 
do me a personal injury. In fact, I had no 
contact with him at all, and he was not my 
commanding officer. But I am not through 
with him yet. The record shows that by a 
board of inquiry he was recommended for a 
general court martial, and was relieved of his 
command. He was never tried for dereliction 
of duty, but instead, I understand, was pro 
moted to rank of captain and is now up for 
retirement at 75 per cent of his base pay as 
acantain. T expect to volunteer my opinion to 
the Navy Department on the subject.” 





Defense Needs Cited 


General of the Army Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, Chief of Staff, addressing a civic 
reception at St. Louis, Mo., 24 Feb. said 
that the security of the United States can- 
not rest upon the power of the atomic 
bomb alone. 

“Our scientists,” General Eisenhower 
said, “already have astounded the world 
by their mastery of the universe’s hidden 
power. However, I decry loose and some- 
times gloating talk about the degree of 
security implicit in a weapon that might 
destroy millions overnight. Those who 
measure security solely in terms of of- 
fensive capacity distort its meaning and 
mislead those who pay them heed. No 
modern nation has ever equalled, prior 
to the outbreak of the war, the crushing 
offensive power attained by the German 
war machine in 1939. No modern nation 
has been broken and smased as was 
Germany six years later.” 





Declines Brig. Gen. Confirmation 

Although confirmed on 21 Feb. to be a 
brigadier general in the Chemical Corps 
Reserve, Hugh Meglone Milton II (Lt. 
Col., Chem-Res), has declined the con- 
firmed nomination because of preferring, 
after his war experience in the Field 
Artillery, to be a line officer. With this 
understanding, Senator Hatch (D-N. 
Mex.) requested on 24 Feb. that the con- 
firmation be reconsidered by the Senate 
and that the nomination be restored to 
the calendar. 

In connection with the request, Sena- 
tor Hatch said: 

“Mr. President, on Friday last the Senate 
in executive session confirmed the Presidential 
nomination of Gen. Hugh Meglone Milton 2d 
to be a brigadier general in the Chemical Corps 
Reserve, a permanent appointment. I have 
been in communication with General Milton. 
He had a distinguished and enviable record in 
combat and won his star in actual combat ser- 
vice. This commission places him in_ the 
Chemical Branch of the Army. At General Mil- 
ton’s request, I ask unanimous consent, as in 
executive session, that the vote by which his 
nomination was confirmed on Friday be recon- 
sidered, and that the nomination be restored to 
the calendar for future action.” 
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Joint Services Economy 


The War and Navy Departments are 
conducting studies aimed at achieving 
greater economy in the overhead cost of 
the Army and Navy through joint use of 
facilities. 

Although seemingly undertaken with- 
out regard to possible action on unifica- 
tion, the studies carry out provisions of 
the Patterson-Forrestal letter of 16 Jan., 
which states in part that each Service 
“shall make use of the personnel, equip- 
ment and facilities of the other Services 
in all cases where economy and effective- 
ness will thereby be increased.” 

Preliminary studies have already re- 
sulted in the Navy’s taking over the trans- 
portation of Army ammunition in the 
Pacific in Navy ammunition ships, with 
the resulting closing down of an installa- 
tion at Beaver, Wash., which the Army 
had operated at considerable cost for the 
support of ship movements under Army 
supervision. 

Lt. Gen. LeRoy Lutes, WDGS, has 
directed field commands of the Army to 
forward suggestions of other ways in 
which the Services may make joint use 
of facilities. In the Navy, a board has 
been set up under Admiral Frederick J. 
Horne, USN-Ret., to carry onsuch studies. 

The Board comprises Admiral Horne, 
Vice Adm. Aubrey W. Fitch, USN; Vice 
Adm. Edward L. Cochrane, and Rear 
Adm. Russell 8. Berkey, USN. They are 
charged with exploring the possibilities 
of increasing both economy and effective- 
ness through joint utilization of the fol- 
lowing facilities: 

“(a) Harbor and port facilities at New 
York, San Francisco, Seattle and New Orleans, 

“(b) Communications. 

“(c) Medical Facilities. 

“(d) Transportation. 

“(e) Service facilities, such as 
commissaries and bakeries, 

“(f) Post exchange stores and ship’s ser- 
vice stores. 

“(g) Recruiting. 

“(h) Supply Depots. 

“(i) Supply Centers. 

“(j) Cost Inspection. 

“(k) Material Inspection. 

“(1) Audit and Accounting.” 

The Horne Board will include in its 
considerations not only the immediate 
savings and peacetime effectiveness of co- 
ordinated efforts in this direction, but 
the long-range strategic value of each 
joint project. They will keep in mind 
that Army and Navy facilities must be 
retained in a state of readiness for rapid 
expansion in time of war. 

The studies were reportedly instituted 
at the behest of W. Stuart Symington, As- 
sistant Secretary of War for Air, some 
time ago, as a means of achieving econ- 
omy through unification. 
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Army Medical Dept. Revision 

Hearings this week before the House 
Committee on Armed Services on H.R. 
1982, establishing a Medical Service 
Corps in the Medical Department of the 
Army, brought out criticisms of some fea- 
tures of the proposed legislation. 

Witnesses before the subcommittee 
headed by Representative Margaret Chase 
Smith (R-Me) urged the retention of the 
Pharmacy Corps and Sanitary Corps as 
separate corps, and suggested that each be 
enlarged. It was also proposed that 
optometrists comprise a separate corps 
and include 10 per cent, instead of 2 per 
cent, of the Medical Service Corps. 

A four-year educational requirement 
for commissioning in the Pharmacy Corps 
was urged by several witnesses. 


Adm. Nimitz’s Birthday 


The recipient of congratulatory mes- 
sages from leaders of the Armed Services, 
Fleet Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, USN, 
observed his 62d birthday on 24 Feb. 

Among birthday messages which he re- 
ceived were those from Secretary For- 
restal, General of the Army Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, USA, and General Alexander 
A. Vandegrift, USMC. The Navy Depart- 
ment Secretariat, comprising Secretaries 
Forrestal, Sullivan, Kenney and Brown, 
sent Admiral Nimitz a large bouquet of 
flowers. 

A report that Admiral Nimitz would 
seek retirement in June was flatly denied 
this week by his office. His present term 
as Chief of Naval Operations expires 15 
Dec. 1947.

President's Bill for Services’ Unification 


OLLOWING is the full text of Presi- 
dent Truman’s message to Congress 
and bill on unification of the Armed 
Forces: 
My dear Mr. Speaker: 

On January 17, 1947, I informed you that 
representatives of my office and of the armed 
services were engaged in drafting a bill to 
be submitted to the Congress for its con- 
sideration concerning a plan of unification. 
This draft, entitled “Nationa] Security Act 
of 1947,” has now been completed and I am 
enclosing herewith a copy of it. 

This proposed bill has the approval of the 
Secretary of War, the Secretary of the Navy 
and the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

It is my belief that this suggested legis- 
lation accomplishes the desired unification of 
the services and I heartily recommend its 
enactment by the Congress,

A BILL 

To promote the national security by pro- 
viding for a National Defense Hstablishment,

Military Assistants to the Secretary 

Sec. 108. Officers of the Army, Navy, and 
Air Force may be detailed to duty as as- 
sistants and personal aides to the Secretary 
of National Defense, but he shall not estab- 
lish a military staff, 


Civilian Personnel 

Sec, 104. (a) The Secretary of National De- 
fense is authorized to appoint from civilian 
life not to exceed four special assistants to 
advise and assist him in the performance of 
his duties. Each such special assistant shal! 
receive compensation at the rate of $12,000 
a year. 

(b) The Secretary of National Defense is 
authorized, subject to the Civil Service Laws 
and the Classification Act of 1923, as amended, 
to appoint and fix the compensation of such 
other civilian personnel as may be necessary 
for the performance of the functions of the 
National Defense Establishment, 


Department of the Army 

Sec. 105. (a) The Department of War shall 
hereafter be known as the Department of 
the Army, and the title of the Secretary of 
War shall be changed to Secretary of the 
Army. Changes shall be made in the titles of 
other officers and activities of the Depart- 
ment of the Army as the Secretary of the 
Army may determine. 

(b) All laws, orders, regulations, and other 
actions relating to the Department of War 
or to any officer or activity whose title is 
changed under this section shall, insofar as 
they are not inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Act, be deemed to relate to the Depart- 
ment of the Army within the National De- 
fense Establishment or to such officer or ac- 
tivity designated by his or its new title. 

(c) The term “Department of the Army” as 
used in this Act shall be construed to mean 
the Department of the Army at the seat of 
Government and all field headquarters, forces, 
reserve components, installations, activities, 
and functions under the control or super- 
vision of the Department of the Army. 

(d) The Secretary of the Army shall cause 
a seal of office to be made for the Department 
of the Army, of such design as the President 
may approve, and judicial notice shall be 
taken thereof. 

Department of the Navy 

Sec. 106. (a) The term “Department of the 
Navy” as used in this Act shall be construed 
to mean the Department of the Navy at the 
seat of Government; the Headquarters, 
United States Marine Corps; the entire op- 
erating forces of the United States Navy (in- 
elnding naval aviation) and of the United 
States Marine Corps, including the reserve 
components of such forces; all field activities 
of the Department of the Navy; and the 
United States Coast Guard when operating as 
a part of the Navy pursuant to law. 

Department of the Air Force 

Sec. 107. (a) Within the National Defense 
Establishment there is hereby established an 
executive department to be known as the De- 
partment of the Air Force, and a Secretary of 
the Air Force, who shall be the head thereof. 
The Secretary of the Air Force shall be ap- 
pointed from civilian life by the President, 
by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate. 

(b) Section 158 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to include the Department of the 
Air Force and the provisions of so much of 
Title IV of the Revised Statutes as now or 
hereafter amended as is not inconsistent with

(c) The term “Department of the Air Force” 
as used in this Act shall be construed to 
mean the Department of the Air Force at the 
seat of Government and all field headquarters, 
forces, reserve components, installations, ac- 
tivities, and functions under the control or 
supervision of the Department of the Air 
Force. 

(ad) There shall be in the Department of 
the Air Force an Under Secretary of the Air 
Force and two Assistant Secretaries of the 
Air Force, who shall be appointed from ci- 
vilian life by the President by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate. 

(e) The several officers of the Department 
of the Air Force shall] perform such functions 
as the Secretary of the Air Force may pre- 
scribe. 

(f) So much of the functions of the Secre- 
tary of the Army and of the Department of 
the Army, including those of any officer of 
such Department, as are assigned to or under 
the control of the Commanding General, Army 
Air Forces, or as are deemed by the Secretary 
of National Defense to be necessary or de- 
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Industrial Mobilization 


Formation of Industry Advisory Com- 
mittees to aid in national defense plan- 
ning ts under way, with invitations being 
issued by the Army-Navy Munitions 
Board through its chairman, Richard R. 
Deupree, for candidates for the commit- 
tees which will be composed of represen- 
tatives of U. 8S. industry. 

When formed, the committees will aid 
the Board in planning for future emer- 
gencies, in the creation of an Industrial 
Mobilization Plan, and also in the Army- 
Navy Munitions Board Stockpiling Pro- 
gram. 

The invitations, the Board announced, 
are being utilized to gathet the names 
of the most qualified men in each special- 
ized field. From these names will be se- 
lected members of the various committees. 
It is planned that the committees will be 
representative not only of small, medium 
and large operators, but will also include 
processors and fabricators from the basic 
materials to the finished products, repre- 
senting the United States regionally. 

With the aid of the advisory committees 
the Army-Navy Munitions Board will 
maintain current the composition and re- 
quirements for strategic and critical ma- 
terials. Procurement to maintain the 
stockpiles at adequate levels will be made 
by the Bureau of Federal Supply, under 
the Board’s direction, insofar as the neces- 
Sary appropriations are made available. 


LTT eR = a 
Navy Medical Bill 

The initial hearings on H.R. 1361 to 
establish the commissioned grade of 
medical administrator in the Hospital 
Corps of the Navy were held this week by 
the House Committee on Armed Services. 

Rear Adm. Clifford A. Swanson, Sur- 
geon General of the Navy, when asked 
at the opening of the hearing, by Repre- 
sentative Margaret Smith, (R-Me) chair- 
man of the sub-committee holding the 
hearing, why the Navy is urging the legis- 
lation when the War Department holds 
that the similar Medical Administrative 
Corps plan has been ineffective, replied : 
“Because the Navy is giving higher train- 
ing than MAC personnel had in the Army, 
and such personnel would become efficient 
enough to become substitutes for doctors 
in submarines ; could become technicians, 
warrant officers, chief warrant officers 
and registered pharmacists.” 

Stating that 630 administrators have 
been authorized, Admiral Swanson said 
that 472 would be commissioned initially, 
and that 264 have been selected for com- 
missioning if the legislation is enacted. 

Stating her belief that the Navy bill 
will give a better chance to enlisted men, 
Mrs. Smith asked whether the Navy could 
get together with the Army on a joint bill. 
To this Admiral Swanson replied that the 
Navy prefers the system laid down in the 
bill but that some of the differences could 
be resolved.

Mobile Coast Defense Guns 
Out 


Disposal of two pieces of Ordnance 
materiel on the west coast officially 
marks the end of a tradition, or an 
era if you will. These two are 14-inch 
railway guns and carriages M1920, 
located at Ft. MacArthur, Harbor De- 
fense of Los Angeles. They are the 
only remaining items of this type in ex- 
istence in the continental limits of the 
United States. 

The determination that these two 
guns are “no longer required” writes 
finis to the period when heavy mobile 
weapons were provided to counter the 
approach of heavy enemy naval ves- 
sels, and emphasizes the fact that the 
need now is for antiaircraft weapons 
of much smaller size but far greater 
numbers. 
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Military Govt. in Germany 

Lt. Gen, Lucius D. Clay, Deputy Mili- 
tary Governor in Germany, has an- 
nounced a consolidation, effective 15 
March, of the United States Military Gov- 
ernment organization: 

On that date General Clay takes over 
the European Command from General 
Joseph T. McNarney and becomes both 
military governor and theater com- 
mander. 

The seat of military government and 
theater command will at the same time 
be transferred from Frankfurt to Berlin, 
General Clay’s present headquarters. 

The order creates five new positions: 
Office of the Theater Director of Person- 
nel, with the director not named as yet; 
Office of Theater Director of Manage- 
ment Control, Col. David L. Robinson, 
jr.; Office of Governmental Affairs Ad- 
visor, Henry Parkman; Office of Finance 
Advisor, Jack Bennet; Office of Eco- 
nomics Advisor, Brig. Gen. William H. 
Draper. 

The Assistant Chiefs of Staff, G-1, G-2, 
G-3, G-4 and G-5, become Directors of 
Personnel and Administration; Intelli- 
gence; Plans, Operations, Organization 
and Training; Services, Supply and Pro- 
curement, and Civil Affairs. The change 
does not affect administrative duties but 
is similar to the title change within the 
War Department General Staff during 
the recent reorganization.

Retired Nurses Legislation 


The War Department will shortly re 
quest legislation to increase pay for 
nurses who did not benefit under the Pay 
Readjustment Act of 1946 (Public Law, 
474, 29 June 1946). 

The bill will provide that all nurses re- 
tired with relative rank shall be included 
in the pay scale of commissioned officers 
with corresponding rank and length of 
service. 

The bill would care for 381 nurses, 42 
of whom retired for longevity with from 
20 to 30 years’ service, the remainder hav- 
ing been retired for disability with retired 
pay of 75 per cent of their base and 
longevity pay received at time of retire 
ment.

as his principal staff officers. 

The Commanding General, The Ar- 
mored Center, has varying degrees of re- 
sponsibility for subordinate installations 
at Ft. Knox. These responsibilities are 
outlined briefly below. 

The Armored School is entirely his re- 
sponsibility as he is also its Comman- 
dant. All staff officers of The Armored 
Center are also staff officers of The Ar- 
mored School. Responsibility for all aca- 
demic courses including extension courses, 
and all matters pertaining to students 
have been delegated to the Assistant Com- 
mandant, Colonel Maurice W. Daniel, FA. 
Troop requirements for the School are 
the responsibility of School Troops, The 
Armored School, Col. Redding F. Perry, 
Cav.,; commanding, who is directly re- 
sponsible to the Commandant. 

The Universal Military Training Exper- 
imental Unit, Brig. Gen. John M. Devine, 
USA, commanding, is an installation di- 
rectly under the Commanding General, 
AGF, for training and organizational 
matters. The Commanding General, The 
Armored Center, is responsible for super- 
vising this unit and for coordinating its 
activities with those of other commands 
at Ft. Knox. 

The RTC, Ft. Knox, Brig. Gen. Ray T. 
Maddocks, USA, commanding, has been 
a 2d Army installation since 1 Jan,1947. 
The Commanding General, 2d Army, is re- 
sponsible for training and organization 
within the RTC. The Commanding Gen- 
eral, The Armored Center, has responsi- 
bility for all other matters pertaining to 
this installation. 

Responsibility of The Armored Center 
for Army Ground Forces Board No. 2 
is limited to Post administrative matters, 
coordination with other activities at Ft. 
Knox, and for such other matters as may 
require special coordination between The 
Armored School and the Board. The 
Board is otherwise directly under Hq. 
AGF. Col. George W. Read, jr., is Pres- 
ident, Army Ground Forces Board No. 2. 
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In addition to the above, other AGF 
troop units at Ft, Knox under the Com- 
manding General, The Armored Center, 
include a separate tank battalion, two 
truck companies, three ordnance com- 
panies, and an Army postal unit. These 
are all 24 Army units and are attached 
either to School troops, The 
School, or to 2d Army elements com- 
manded by the Deputy Post Commander. 

The functions of The Armored Center 
ag presently constituted are similar to 
those of the original Armored Center 
which was inactivated on 80 Oct. 1945, The 
older headquarters was a direct descen- 
dant of Headquarters The Armored Force, 
and exercised command over The Ar- 
mored School and the Armored Replace- 
ment Training Center, conducted inspec- 
tions of AGF armored units, and sub- 
mitted recommendations to AGF with re-

spect to armored organization, doctrine, 
training, and materiel. 

The Armored Center today conducts no 
inspections of armored units not at Ft. 
Knox, but does execute most of the other 
functions, either directly or through The 
Armored School.

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Academic Dean at PG School 

Because the continuity of engineering 
instruction at the U. S. Naval Academy 
Postgraduate School has been disrupted 
in the past by the rotation of duty re- 
quired of Naval officers heading the engi- 
neerng departments, the Navy has ap- 
pointed a civilian for the first time to 
head this curricula. 

Mr. F. L. Wilkinson, jr., formerly dean 
of the Speed Scientific School at the Uni- 
versity of Louisville, takes over today as 
the first academic dean at the PG School. 
A graduate of the U.S. Naval Academy 
in 1917, he served on the USS Denver 
and as a convoy officer during World War 
I, and was commanding officer of the sub- 
marine USS S-18 at the time of his resig- 
nation in 1927. He attended the Bost- 
graduate School in 1924. 

In his new assignment, Dean Wilkinson 
will be in charge of the curricula of en- 
gineering courses, and will be responsi- 
ble for all theoretical instruction, includ- 
ing related practical work in the labora- 
tories. In addition to having complete 
charge of all engineering departments, he 
will’ maintain liaison with civilian engi- 
neering institutions and societies. Fifty- 
five civilian instructors are employed at 
the Postgraduate School, which is at- 
tended by 470 Naval officers. 

The new position was authorized by 
Congress by the Act of 10 June 196. 
The final selection board, which consid- 
ered 40 applications, was headed by Capt. 
H. A. Spanagel, USN, head of the Post- 
graduate School, and included Capt.

The Navy Department has established 
requirements which will be the basis of 
approval of requests for transportation 
of dependents to all overseas posts and 
stations.

Requirements for transportation to 
Japan, Okinawa, and the Philippine Is- 
lands: 

(a) Continuation on duty at the present 
duty station for at least one year; 

(b), (c), and (d), same as above. 

Requirements for transportation to 
China : 

(a) Continuation on foreign duty for at 
least one year; 

(b) Availability of suitable housing; 

(c) Certification that personnel are finan- 
cially™able to care for their dependents in 
China; 

(d) and (e), same as (c) and (d) above. 


Sec. Forrestal for “Sound Budget” 


Secretary Forrestal declared this week 
that “the leaders of the Armed Services 
are fully aware that our national interest 
and our national security demand a bal- 
anced budget, a sound currency and ex- 
panding commerce.”

Of Navy budget estimates, he stated : 

“The appropriation figures that went to Con- 
gress for our 1947-48 budget went through 
close scrutiny and sharp reductions in several 
successive phases. First the bureaus of the 
Navy made their estimates of what they 
thought necessary for the year. Those totals 
were about 8 billion 800 million dollars. In 
the Office of the Chief of Naval Operations and 
in the Secretary’s office these requests were cut 
to 5 billion 6. Then the Bureau of the Budget 
put its knife in to the extent of nearly two bil- 
lion dollars. So that the figure which has been 
transmitted to Congress is the result of many 
drastic prunings.” 





Marine Corps Leave Policy 


The Marine Corps, in LI 1408, has an- 
nounced its general policy in the grant- 
ing of accrued leave and a clarification of 
policy as a guide.to overseas comman- 
ders. 

“Insofar as the exigencies of the service 
permit, it is the intention of this Head- 
quarters to: 

“(a) Afford all personnel ordered overseas 
the opportunity to take all accrued leave 
standing to their credit as of the end of the 
fiscal year in which ordered overseas, total 
leave taken not to exceed sixty (60) days. 

“(b). Grant all personnel returning to the 
United States additional leave not to exceed 
the accrued leave standing to their credit as 
of the date of return.” 


Overseas commanders authorized to is- 
sue leave, under the authority of LI 1335, 
“may grant leave to personnel to return 
to the United States only in the following 
instances: 

“(a) Emergencies. 

“(b) When individual concerned will lose 
leave, other than that previously waived, if 
regular leave is not taken during his current 
overseas tour of duty. 

“(c) When an enlisted man reenlists or ex- 
tends for the purpose of prolonging present 
overseas tour.” 

LI 1408 also states: 

“Enlisted men who are granted all accrued 
leave standing to their credit prior to trans- 
fer overseas and who do not take such leave 
will not be returned to the United States for 
the purpose of taking leave to avoid losing 
leave, Appropriate entry will be made in the 
service-record book of any more foregoing 
such leave.” 


Increase Navy CEC 


The House Committee on Armed Ser- 
vices this week ordered a favorable re- 
port on H.R. 1359, a bill to increase the

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Royal Naval Cadets Visit USNA 

The arrival of the light cruiser HMS 
Frobisher in Annapolis Roads, for an 
eight-day visit beginning 5 March, will 
mark the first visit of Royal Naval Cadets 
to the U. S. Naval Academy. 

The Frobisher, with 180 Royal Naval 
Cadets embarked, is now on its annual 
winter cruise. A veteran of two years 
in the Pacific and of the Normandy in- 
vasion in 1944, she carries a complement 
of 35 officers and a ship’s company of 425 
in addition to the cadets. 

The invitation for HMS Frobisher with 
the Cadets embarked was extended in 
Decmber 1946 by Fleet Admiral Chester 
W. Nimitz, USN, as the result of the ex- 
change of visits between the commanding 
officer of the Royal Naval College at Dart- 
mouth, and the then Superintendent of 
the U. S. Naval Academy, Vice Adm. 
Aubrey W. Fitch, USN, in October 1946. 

In 1933 HMS Norfolk put into Balti- 
more and HMS Danae into Washington. 
On that occasion Vice Adm. the Honor- 
able R. A. R. Plunkett, RN, accompanied 
by Rear Adm. J. K. Taussig, USN, visited 
the Academy with 13 British Midshipmen, 
equivalent to newly graduated Ensigns, 
from the two ships. Two years later in 
November 1935, Vice Admiral the Honor- 
able Sir Matthew R. Best, RN, visited 
the Academy with 12 British midshipmen 
from HMS York, anchored in the Poto- 
mae off Washington, and HMS Danae, 
in Baltimore Harbor.

Navy Chief of Chaplains 

The bill “To establish a Chief of Chap- 
lains in the Navy,” H. R. 1365, was 
promptly agreed to and ordered reported 
this week by the House Committee on 
Armed Services. 

By the terms of the bill, the Chief of 
Chaplains would have the rank of Rear 
Admiral, lower half, and the pay of Rear 
Admiral, upper half. 

As brought out by Representative Cole 
(R-N.Y.), this will provide the Chief of 
Chaplains with the same pay as Chiefs 
of Bureaus in the Navy and as thé Chief 
of Chaplains of the Army. 

Announcement was made at this session 
of the committee that a bill to make the 
rank and pay of the Chief of Chaplains of 
the Army permanent will be submitted to 
Congress next week by the War Depart- 
ment. 
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U. S. COAST GUARD 








REGISTER of Coast Guard officers, 

as of 1 July 1947, will soon be under 
preparation, with a planned publication 
date soon after the start of the fiscal 
year, subject to appropriation of funds 
for that purpose. 

The Register will list all Regular, Re- 
serve, and Temporary officers in tempo- 
rary ranks held on that date. As the first 
postwar precedence list, it will list officers 
in new relative precedence in some cases. 

The format of the Register has not 
yet been determined. Chief uncertainty 
concerns whether Reserve officers are to 
be included with Regular and Temporary 
officers in one list, or listed separately. 

This, in turn, depends somewhat on 

the integration of former BMIN inspec- 
tors into the Service. Up to 500 inspectors 
have been commissioned in the Coast 
Guard Reserve, and it is contemplated 
that Congress may be asked to authorize 
their transfer to the Regular Coast 
Guard. 
* The State Department has issued to the 
leading maritime nations of the world an 
invitation to attend an International 
Meeting on Marine Aids to Navigation to 
be held in New York and New London 
beginning 28 April, and lasting approxi- 
mately two weeks. 

Opening ceremonies and discussions will 
be held in New York followed by three 
days of demonstrations of U. S. equip- 
ment on the Coast Guard Cutter Camp- 
bell, the U. S. Maritime Training Vessel 
SS American Sailor, and a Coast and Geo- 
detic Survey vessel, with final discussions 
and ceremonies scheduled at the Coast 
Guard Academy. 

Lt. Comdr. L. E. Brunner, USCG, was 
designated by the State Department as 
program coordinator.

Navy Economy Message 


Secretary Forrestal ae dispatched the 
following message to all Naval personnel, 
urging careful use of Navy appropria- 
tions to assist in the orderly economic 
planning of the Government: 

The economic, business and governmental 
task which the United States government 
faces in the years immediately ahead is one 
of enormous proportions. 

Our national debt exceeds two hundred 
sixty billion dollars. Interest charges of five 
billion dollars on this debt are a fixed ex- 
penditure. Soe, too, are seven billion dollars 
for the care and benefit of veterans. Eleven 
and a half billion dollars for the Army 
and the Navy plus the expenses of running 
the rest of the government bring the ex- 
penditure total to thirty-seven billion dollars. 
This is the basis of the budget the President 
submitted to Congress. 

The raising of funds to support such a 
budget and to provide for some reduction in 
the national debt is a great burden. All of- 
ficers and employees of the Federal govern- 
ment must cooperate with the President and 
with the Congress in reducing expenditures 
to a minimum. The Navy knows that no 
enemy forces could ever deal the Navy a 
more serious blow, than would resuit from 
domestic fiscal anf economic instability. The 
Navy must help to forestall such instability 
by proving itself the most efficient and eco- 
nomically operating organization in America. 

No question is pending in the Congress as 
to the actual need for strong and capable 
military and naval establishments to insure 
our national security. Differences of opinion 
have arisen as to the degree to which our 
military and naval appropriations can safely 
be reduced. This constitutes no valid ground 
for criticism of the efforts of Members of 
Congress to achieve their broad economy ob- 
jectives. Only by proving to Congress that 
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we are making every possible effort to spend 
appropriated funds wisely and carefully can 
we Obtain our minimum requirements. 

The entire naval establishment—officers, 
enlisted men, and civilian personnel—must 
accept the responsibility of making every ef- 
fort to eliminate all unnecessary spending 
and to achieve administrative efficiency in 
dealing with the appropriated funds. All 
hands should bear in mind that examples of 
waste, carelessness, or inefficient use of pub- 
lic monies do great damage to the interest 
of the Navy as a whole. Even a single case 
of negligence can be used as a powerful argu- 
ment against the validity of our entire sched- 
ule of requests from Congress. 

We can best insure obtaining the funds 
we need for a strong and vigorous Navy by 
demonstrating our ability to make wise and 
careful use of every dollar that is entrusted 
to us.

I* the interests of both efficiency and economy Congress should provide funds in the 
forthcoming 1948 Appropriation bills for the launching of sizable housing pro- 
grams for the personnel and their dependents stationed at posts of the Army, Navy, 
and Air Forces. The enormous construction projects carried on during the War were 
all of a temporary nature and at emergency locations with the result that the situation 
as to permanent quarters ‘at posts, air fields, and shore installations is worse now 
than before the war. Regular officers, as well as Reserves and temporary officers re- 
maining on active duty, are unable in many instances, to have suitable quarters for 
their families on the posts at which they are serving. This forces them to rely on rented 
quarters at the nearest civilian city or town, virtually all of which are sorely pressed 
to meet the normal needs of their own workers and returning veterans. What quar- 
ters the Service families can secure are inadequate and Galedien. This creates a 
feeling of dissatisfaction in the Service families which is bound to be reflected in 
the efficiency of the officers. In the case of reserves and temporary officers contemplat- 
ing making the Armed Forces their life’s career, this dissatisfaction may keep them 
from applying for or accepting permanent commissions for fear their families will 
not be comfortable or happy. From the financial standpoint, it has been demonstrated 
in the past that the Government saves money by furnishing quarters instead of pay- 
ing the personnel the allowance for them—that’is, that the Government housing pays 
for itself over a period of years through the savings in allowances. The War Depart- 
ment has surveyed its needs and estimated that the permanent post-war establish- 
ment will require 82,080 sets of quarters to take care of its officer, warrant officer, 
and married non-commissioned officer needs. There are now only 8,203 family-type 
housing units at posts in the United States scheduled for retention. Overseas no really 
suitable housing is available in quantities at basis other than Hawaii. Some relief 
can be obtained by converting war-time barracks into temporary quarters, but this 
is a make-shift. An orderly construction program with specific appropriations to carry 
it forward each year is the real solution, which should appeal to Congress to institute 
and carry forward. 


ee should give prompt consideration and approval to the bill the War 
Department, at the instance of the Surgeon General, Maj. Gen. Norman T. Kirk, 
will propose offering a twenty-five per cent increase in base pay to induce qualified 
medical specialists to accept, and to retain, commissions in the Medical Corps of the 
Army. Like provision should be made for the Navy Medical Corps. During the War, 
patriotic medical specialists left lucrative private practices and positions on college 
faculties to enter the Armed Services. Their skill played a large part in producing 
World War II's unprecedentedly low mortality rate from disease and wounds. But with 
the war over, these men either have returned to their practices or are anxious to 
do so as soon as they can be separated from the Armed Forces. As a result the Medical 
Department is keenly feeling shortages in such important specialist categories as 
general surgeons, orthopedic surgeons, plastic surgeons, pathologists, anesthetists, 
heart and chest specialists, and many others. To help meet this pressing need, General 
Kirk is setting up a program of residency and refresher training courses for the 
specialty training of Regular Army Medical Officers, which, in time, will bring some 
relief to the situation. However, the shortage is here now and unless something is 
done immediately the Service’s excellent health record may be endangered. There is 
precedent for the offering of extra pay as an inducement to secure the services of 
particularly qualified men or to reward those who acquire such proficiency. Special 
rates of pay are offered to secure and retain scientists for research and development. 
Men developing proficiency in various mechanical pursuits were given “specialists” 
ratings before the war and drew extra pay therefor. While such men are no longer 
rated as “specialists,” they are given higher pay grades and designated as “techni- 
cians.” The Expert Infantrymen and Combat Infantrymen badges are awarded for 
achievement in the techniques of combat arms. Extra pay is granted for skill in rifle 
and pistol. Additional pay is also provided, as in the case of fliers, submariners, divers, 
ete., for extra hazardous duty. It is not unusual therefore to urge extra pay for 
medical specialists. Certainly the need justifies this means of securing the best in 
medical service for the men in the Armed Services. Congress should speed this meas- 
ure to enactment.

W. W. A.—Active enlisted service may 
be counted toward the retirement and 
for purposes of pay of a Regular Army 
Officer. AR 600-750, C 11, 9 March applies 
to AUS officers only. The question of 
whether or not an officer accepting a pro- 
bationary commission in the Regular 
Army would be entitled to reenlistment in 
his former permanent grade (if he failed 
to hold his RA Commission) is one which 
would have to be settled by the General 
Staff when a case of this sort is brought 
to the attention of the War Department. 
Undoubtedly some regulation which 
would apply to such cases will be formu- 
lated at a later date.

G. P. S.—AR 615-395 provides that a 
retired enlisted man must obtain per- 
mission from the War Department to re- 
side abroad. This permission may be 
granted for a period not exceeding one 
year, and may be extended from time to 
time for periods not exceeding one year 
at a time on application made in each 
instance before the expiration of the pre- 
vious period.

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AAF Training Choice Offered 


Regular Army enlisted men in the 
Army Air Forces are now given freedom 
of choice in selecting the career training 
they desire, limited only to the individ- 
ual’s qualifics ation to attend school 
courses. 

General Carl Spaatz, commanding gen- 
eral of the AAF, in making the announce- 
ment 25 Feb., said that the decision to 
allow choice of advanced training reflects 
the Army’s desire to give ambitious en- 
listed men the highest opportunity for 
advancement through self-development. 

Instructions regarding the new training 
program are now being issued to all Air 
Forces installations. It is applicable only 
to three-year enlistees who have 15 
months service assured on completion of 
their courses, Applicants for the training 
courses will be selected on a seniority 
basis. 


Joint Effort in Altitude Study 


An AAF B-29 will take Navy seientists 
and their laboratories skyward in a few 
weeks to conduct scientific investigations 
in the upper atmosphere as part of the 
Navy’s “Project Apollo.” 

The Naval Research Laboratory is 
putting equipment into the plane to test 
sky brightness with the hope of obtaining 
data to assist in airplane navigation. Dr. 
BD. O. Hulbert, head of the Optics Division 
of the Laboratory, explained that there 
is still much to be learned about sky 
brightness at various altitudes, especially 
in the region above 10,000 feet. Some of 











the questions to which Navy scientists 
seek an answer concera haze—what it is, 
how much of it is in the air, and how it 
is distributed—what stars are visible in 
the daytime at various altitudes, and 
how these can help the navigator. 

The plane is completely manned by 
Army Air Force personnel, while the 
Navy has full responsibility for the sci- 
entific research for which the plane pro- 
vides the platform. 

The B-29 is being outfitted at Andrews 
Field, Md., and will depart for Inyokern, 
Calif., where the altitude flights will be 
made, at the end of March. 





Atomic Power for Air 

Application of atomic energy for the 
operation of aircraft is now under way in 
the NEPA (Nuclear Energy for the Pro- 
pulsion of Aircraft) Project, a joint proj- 
ect of the Government, National Advisory 
Committee on Aeronautics, Army Air 
Forces and industry. 

Maj. Gen. Curtis LeMay, Deputy Chief 
of Air Staff for Research and Develop- 
ment, directs the project for the AAF. 

A contract has been signed between the 
AAF and the Fairchild Engine and Air- 
plane Corporation for work connected 
with the NEPA Project. Several other 
aircraft companies are cooperating with 
Fairchild in the work. 

It is planned to investigate all possible 
applications of nuclear energy as applied 
to the propulsion of aircraft and the 


resultant changes which will be necessary 


in aircraft structure when this means of 
propulsion is utilized. 
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Air Reserve 


The Air Reserve training program will 
be discontinued at 29 bases because of 
fiscal limitations of the 1946-47 budget, 
reducing the present 70 active Air Reserve 
training detachments to 41, Army Air 
Forces Headquarters has announced. 

Authority to begin deactivation of the 
29 detachments immediately has been 
sent to Air Defense Command Head- 
quarters, Mitchel Field, N. Y., under 
which the Air Reserve program operates. 
Bases selected for retention in the Air 
Reserve program were selected on a basis 
of facilities already available for the most 
effective training of the greatest number 
of Air Reserve personnel and with regard 
to proximity to densely populated areas. 
The units retained Are in most cases 
those with largest enrollments of Re- 
servists. 

The 29 bases where Air Reserve op- 
erations must be discontinued are: Luke 
Field, Ariz. ; Mather Field, Calif. ; March 
Field, Calif. ; Jacksonville Municipal Air- 
port, Fla. ; Morrison Field, Fla.; Orlando 
Army Air Base, Fla.; Robins Field, Ga.;

Maj. Gen. Fred L. Anderson, jr., As- 
sistant Chief of Air Staff-Personnel, ad- 
dressing the Air Reserve State Conven- 
tion at Richmond, Va., 22 Feb. said: 

“If you believe that in the future we 
cannot take the chance on the element 
of time; that preparedness is the surest 
way to peace; and that this prepared- 
ness must first be in the air;—then you 
must have the courage to express those 
convictions. 

“We are only now on the threshold of 
the air age; other nations are on that 
same threshold. In facing the advances 
of the air age the public must be educated 
on the needs of adequate support for air 
power in the United States.” 





New Landing System 

Maj. Gen. Harold M. McClelland, com- 
manding general of Airways and Air Com- 
munications Service, revealed 14 Feb. that 
a development project of the Army Air 
Forces is an automatic radar landing sys- 
tem which, used with a standard Ground 
Controlled Approach unit, will without 
human aid bring an aircraft within a few 
feet above a runway. 

General McClelland, addressing the In- 
stitute of Navigation at the Hotel Penn- 
sylvania in New York City, said the new 
system, a result of AAF radar research, 
would answer one of the major objections 
of some pilots to present radar low-ap- 
proach systems, which was that GCA 
units previously used could not be com- 
bined with an automatic landing device. 


ATC Atlantic Division 


The Air Transport Command’s Atlantic 
Division, with headquarters at Fort Tot- 
ten, Long Island, N. Y., now operates 16 
round-trip air routes through three con- 
tinents, including North and South Amer- 
ica and across the Atlantic to Europe on 
a regularly scheduled basis, Maj. Gen. 
William H, Tunner, commanding general 
of the division, has announced. 

An extensive training program is now 
being carried out for the ground and air 
crews which form the nucleus of the divi- 
sion’s strategic air transport service. 


Gen. Smith Heads CAP 


Brig. Gen. Frederic H. Smith, jr., Chief 
of Staff of the Strategic Air Command 
with headquarters at Andrews Field, 
Md., was appointed national commander 
of the Civil Air Patrol 25 Feb. by General 
Carl Spaatz, commanding general of the 
Army Air Forces. 

General Smith succeeds Col. Earl BE. 
Johnson, who was killed in a plane crash 
at Cleveland, Ohio, 16 Feb. 











Tactical Air Demonstration 


One of the biggest tactical air operation 
demonstrations ever planned by the Army 
Air Forces—including jet plane opera- 
tions, attack bombardment, airborne troop 
landings, strafing and glider evacuation— 
will be conducted in a Tactical Air Indoc- 
trination Course at Lawson Field, Ft. 
Benning, Ga., starting 24 March. 

These tactical maneuvers will be given 
before classes of senior command and 
staff officers of the Navy, the Army 
Ground Forces, and the AAF. 

Aircraft, personnel, and equipment of 
the Tactical Air Command’s Ninth Air 
Force at Greenville AAB, S. C., will carry 
out the courses under the direction of 
Maj. Gen. Paul L. Williams, Commanding 
General of the Ninth, and Brig. Gen. Jar- 
red V. Crabb, Deputy Commander of the 
Ninth. 

Staged under simulated combat condi- 
tions, advance headquarters for the tacti- 
-al operations is set up in trailers, and a 
complicated net of intgrstdate communica- 
tion lines has been set up, linking the 
headquarters to participating units with- 
in a 350-mile radius. 

Two hundred students from the Armed 
Forces Staff College will be flown in from 
the Norfolk Naval Air Station, Norfolk, 
Va., to observe the first exercise. “Airlift” 
will be provided by the 62nd Group from 
Bergstrom Field, Austin, Tex. 


New AAF Band to Alaska 
A new Army Air Forces Band has com- 
pleted a two-month course of training 
in the AAF Band School at Bolling Field, 
D. C., and as soon as the members com- 
plete brief furloughs, will embark for 
Alaska. 








Navy Flight Training Requests 

Naval officers applying for flight train- 
ing leading to designation as Naval Avi- 
ators must submit signed agreements not 
to resign during the course and to serve 
three years following completion of flight 
training. 

These agreements must be submitted 
with applications for flight training, ac- 
cording to Alnav 57, which continues: 

All commissioned officer applicants to 
flight training who are not in receipt of Bu- 
reau of Naval Personnel orders dated prior to 
1 March 1947 ordering them to flight train- 


ing should forward the signed agreement, 
specified in paragraph one, to the Bureau 
of Naval Personnel, attention Pers-3116, via 
their commanding officers. Failure to submit 
such agreements will invdlidate the applica- 
tions.” 





Instruments Dropped from V-2 

A captured German V-2 rocket fired 
at White Sands, N. M., to an altitude of 
69.5 miles 20 Feb. carried instruments and 
cameras installed by the Army Air 
Forces, proving that delicate apparatus 
can be ejected from the missile at ex- 
treme heights and lowered by parachute. 

Color films of the sky and earth were 
recovered from approximately 360,000 
feet using the AAF-developed series of 
ribbon parachutes which enabled a con- 
tainer to reach the ground undamaged. 

Among AAF observers at White Sands 
were Lt. Gen. Lewis H. Brereton, Brig. 
Gen. Thomas S. Powers and Brig. Gen. 
William L. Richardson, as well as mem- 
bers of their staffs.

Foreign Affairs—Secretary of State Marshall, with a corps of 38 advisers and 
a somewhat larger number of assistants and clerks, will fly next week to Moscow 
for the conference of Foreign Ministers.

the American delegation will not remain in Moscow until that work is completed, 
for there is no prospect of early completion. The most that can be hoped for at the 
outset is an agreement upon mechanisms of discussion, the difficulty of settling which 
was sufficient to baffle the deputy-ministers’ London conference, which lately broke 
up with a painfully small record of accomplishment. That the issues there pressed by 
Robert D. Murphy and General Mark W. Clark, (our designated deputies on the 
German and Austrian treaties) will continue to be sought by General Marshall is 
, Suggested by the fact that both deputies will accompany him to Moscow. The official 
lfst of personnel of the American delegation includes a: number of Service officers. 
The Army contingent including in addition to General Clark, Maj. Gen. William H. 
Draper of our Office of Military Government in Germany ; Col. Charles M. Bonesteel 
and Col. Philip H. Greasley of the Plans and Operations division of the War De- 
partment General Staff, Col. James H. Oxx, of the Office of the U. S. High Com- 
missioner in Austria, and Capt. Bernard Rogers, aide to the High Commissioner. 
Navy personnel includes Rear Admiral Roscoe F. Schuirman, Capt. S. B. Frankel and 
Lt. Leslie L. Youngblood, all of whom are with the U. S. Naval Forces in Europe. 
The official State Department announcement also carries the name of “Marshall 8S. 
Carter” as Assistant to the Secretary. It is interesting to note that this is Colonel 
Marshall, a permanent captain of Coast Artillery of the Regular Army, who was 
graduated from West Point in 1931. Colonel Carter served in Washington on the 
staff of the Operations Division, War Department General Staff from July 1942 to 
December 1944, subsequently becoming a staff officer with the Logistics Group of 
Operations Division until June 1945 when he went to China as G-5 for the U. 8S. 
Forces in the China Theater remaining six months after which he returned to Wash- 
ington as assistant executive to the Assistant Secretary of War where he was on duty 
until General Marshall came to the State Department, since when he has been sta- 
tioned in the office of the Secretary of State. An addition to the staff is John Foster 
Dulles, foreign policy advisor to the Republican party. Mr. Dulles’ acceptance of 
the role which was filled by Senator Vandenberg of Michigan until thé political shift 
in Congress threw new responsibilities upon him, has the hearty approval of the latter. 
This seems to carry with it an assurance of Republican support of the bi-partisan 
principle so lately established, and so essential to the State Department in its ne- 
gotiations, It is Mr. Dulles whom the Soviet press has been denouncing most bitterly 
as “pro-Fascist.” 

Of particular assistance to General Marshall in his Moscow talks will be the 
conferences he and President Truman held this week with former President Herbert 
Hoover who had just returned from the economic study he made of Germany and 
Austria at the request of the president. Mr. Hoover's first report, covering German 
agriculture and food requirements, was released yesterday, but in his talk with 
President Truman and General Marshall he was able to cover much valuable data 
not included in his formal report. The report itself presented a sad picfure showing 
that the Germans “in food, warmth, and shelter, have been sunk to the lowest level 
known in a hundred years of Western history.” “It may come as a great shock to 
American taxpayers that, having won the war over Germany,” he said, “we are 
now faced for some years with large expenditures for relief for these people. Indeed, 
it is something new in human history for the conqueror to undertake. Whatever 
the policies might have been that would have avoided this expense, we now are 
faced with it. * * * After all, our flag flies over these peole. That flag means some- 
thing besides military power.” 

With one exception, nothing appreciably lessens the tensions of international 
relationships on the eve of the Moscow meeting, so that the prospect of quick and 
cordial agreements is faint. The exception, whose significance is uncertain, is Soviet 
Russia’s sudden shift of view with regard to the American request for full trustee- 
ship of the Pacific mandates. Originally Moscow opposed our views, holding that 
no settlement could be made until the Japanese treaty is considered. Now Moscow 
(save for some amendments presumably offered as bargaining points) sees no ob- 
jection to the trusteeship—not on the basis of our request (which is that national 
and world security alike will be best served thereby) but because our forces bore 
the brunt of the fighting and made the heaviest sacrifices. Whether those factors are 
to be presented later on as the determinants of Russian tenure of new territory is 
mot indicated. That is surmisable, and may explain the American government’s re- 
fusal to comment upon the change in Russian policy with regard to the mandates. 
{t certainly will not win American support of Russia’s claim on once-independent 
nations. It is of interest that this agreement with American suggestions, in the 
conclusion if not the premises, should come just in advance of the Moscow meeting. 

Other points of agreement with Moscow are few. The Korean situation, in which 
Russia has consistently refused to join in the promised discussions for converting a 
Korean trustéeship into an independent Korea, is decidedly worsened by announce- 
ment of Russian conscription in northern Korea. This development, reported some 
time ago, was confirmed this week by Lt. Gen. John R. Hodge, commanding U. 8. 
troops in Southern Korea, as apparently true. If military training of the entire 18-25 
year bracket of north Korean youths is actually under way, this could mean an 
army of 500,000, enormously in excess of the legitimate needs of a police, constabu- 
lary, coast and frontier guard service which would seem to be all that north Korea 
can properly employ. General Hodge’s visit to Washington, ten days in advance of 
General Marshall’s departure for Moscow, provided the State Department with a 
competent observer’s first-hand report at the right time. . 

Secretary of the Interior Krug, with a small congressional party, has reached 
Japan in a tour designed to cover, among other things, the mandates islands the 
civil control of which may ultimately be transferred from the Navy to the Interior 
Department. In Tokyo Mr. Krug conferred with General of the Army MacArthur 
who urged upon his Washington visitors the importance of an early peace treaty with 
Japan, which, unlike Germany, already has a going government and a capacity for 
partial recovery, once a treaty is signed and there is a basis for new development on 
democratic standards. Secretary Krug indicated that his own recommendations for 
the Pacific islands would be ready soon after his return to Washington next week; 
in his view the natives should be disturbed as little as possible, and those living in 
‘Guam and Samoa in particular should be given the American privileges long enjoyed 





in the Hawaiian islands; the latter are already administered by the Interior De 
partment. 

Several hundred Germans were swept up in a week-end wave of arrests in the 
British and American zones, charged with complicity in a new plot for Nazi revival, 
with Russia as the target. The fact that a number of former generals with Nazi 
affiliation were picked up is not neceSsarily important. It is a fair presumption that 
these persons, whose whereabouts have been well known for months, will be picked 
up whenever any plotting is exposed, on the reasoning that they may know some- 
thing of the plot. Neither General Clay nor the British authorities appeared to take 
the arrests as having any great significance, or to regard the plot as anything more 
than a sporadic outburst by Nazi zealots, such as the one nipped in the bud a month 
ago and others to be similarly detected a month or two hence. 

President Truman found it necessary this week, in a quite restrained statement, 
to brand as “most unfortunate and misleading” the impression created by charges of 
British Foreign Minister Bevin that Mr. Truman had “spoiled” Britain’s negotiations in 
Palestine with his statement in the 1946 political campaign calling for the admittance 
of 100,000 Jews to that territory. Mr. Bevin’s insulting remarks may create some doubt 
in the minds of those who see such close relations between the United States and 
Great Britain. 


Special Services—The Special Services School was established at Ft. Monmouth, 
N. J., effective 15 Feb., under the supervisory control of the Chief of Special Services, 
War Department. BPstablishment of the school is in line with the recent authorization 
of the Office of the Chief of Special Services as a permanent part of the post-war. Army, 
with appropriate allotments of officers for details of three-year periods. 

Brig. Gen. Russel B. Reynolds, Chief, War Department Special Services, states 
that the objective of the school is to-train personnel in the approved purposes, doctrines, 
methods and operating procedures in all phases of Special Services in order to qualify 
personnel as Exchange Officers, as Exchange Managers and as Recreational Directors 
at post or station level, and for divisional or lesser size units. Specifically, courses will 
include the Army Exchange Officers’ Course ; Exchange (Civilian) Managers’ Course; 
and a course for Special Services Officers and Enlisted Personnel. It is anticipated that 
later plans will include an advanced course for officers assigned to Special Services 
positions in major commands. 

Army-wide functional responsibilities of the Office of the Chief of Special Services 
include the Army Exchange Service, the Army Recreational Service and the Army 
Motion Picture Service, as well as operating liaison with USO and Red Cross agencies. 
Col. William H. Kendall is Chief of Army Exchange Service; Lt. Col. William T. 
Ramsay, Chief of Army Recreational Service and Mr. Fred Bund, jr., Chief of Army 
Motion Picture Service. 

At the request of the Commanding General of the Frst Army and the Military 
District of Washington centralized operation of post exchanges will be started within 
these areas on or about 25 March and 25 April, respectively, according to General Rey- 
nolds. A Central Exchange has already been set up in the Third Army Area, whereby 
all accounting for exchanges in the States of North Carolina, South Carolina, Tennes- 
see, Georgia, Florida, Alabama and Mississippi, is done in the main Central Exchange 
in Atlanta. Such a system takes a big load off the post commander and station ex- 
change officer in addition to resulting in large savings in salary overhead by eliminat- 
ing the need for numerous highly paid accountants at the post level. 

Col. Clarence M, Virtue, AGD, has been assigned to the Office of the Chief of 
Special Services, reporting for duty 17 Feb. He was formerly Adjutant General, 
Antilles Dept. 

Lt. Col. Gibson Niles, Inf., has been assigned to the Army Recreational Service, 
Office of the Chief of Special Services, effective 24 Feb. He was formerly Assistant 
Liaison Officer, TIS, Hdqtrs. and Service Group, AFPAC.

Restore Peacetime Navy Customs—With the exception that full dress uniforms 
and swords are still in discard, the Navy on 1 April will renew its peacetime observance 
of all honors, distinctions, salutes and ceremonies prescribed by U. S. Navy Regula- 
tions, 1920. 
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Service dress uniforms are to be worn on occasions for which Navy Regs prescribe 
full dress or dress uniforms. 

Regulations governing the exchange of honors are covered in Chapter 5 (Articles 
231-248), Article 244, prescribing honors due the Commissioner of thé Philippines, is 
suspended pending issue of a revised edition of Navy Regulations. 

Otherwise, observance of honors and ceremonies will be fully restored. Secretary 
Forrestal’s directive of 1 July 1942, setting aside many side and passing honors, 
was cancelled last week by Alnay 55. 


National Guard—Release of $285,791 in State funds for the preparation of plans 
d specifications for 16 National Guard armories, one or more of them to be in 
icago, was recommended recently by the Illinois Postwar Planning Commission. At 
the same time the commission indicated that it would ask the current State Legislature 
to reappropriate $11 million, originally voted by the 1945 session, for the construc- 
tion of new armories and expansion of present facilities. No contracts were let at 
that time, and the money will not be spent during the biennium ending 1 July 1947. 
National Guard public relations officers from throughout the United States, meet- 
ing in Washington last week, studied a plan developed in Pennsylvania through which 
business men and civic leaders are giving active and material support to the War De- 
partment’s program for reorganization of the National Guard. Part of the plan is to 
urge business men to support the enlistment drive by assuring their employees that 
they will not suffer financial loss by joining the National Guard. The plan would grant 
National Guard employees a vacation with pay in addition to their military leave and 
pay them the difference between their military pay and regular pay while at camp. 
National Guard public relations officers throughout the nation have described as 
“most complete” the program adopted by the National Guard Bureau to assist the 
states and territories in their: enlistment campaigns. Maj. Gen. Butler B. Milton- 
berger, Chief of the National Guard Bureau, who inaugurated the program, proposes 
to furnish proofs of the various types of recruiting advertisements to the State 
organizations for insertion in newspapers, mailing pieces, posters and similar material 
aimed at presenting the National Guard to the public as envisioned by the War Depart- 
ment under its plan of reorganization. 


Finance Department—Maj. Gen. William H. Kasten, Chief of Firtance, U. 8S. Army, 
visited the Army Finance Center in St. Louis, Mo. last week. He was accompanied by 
Capt. Fred O. LaFevers of the Service Branch, Receipts and Disbursements Division, 
OCF.

~ Navy Ships—Largest vessel ever launched on an inland river, the AFDL-47, a 
Navy floating drydock, left Pittsburgh 18 Feb. under tow for a 2,000-mile trip down 
the Ohio and Mississippi Rivers to the Gulf of Mexico. 

Built by Dravo Corporation, the AFDL-47—formerly known as the ARD-33— 
was launched at the corporation’s Neville Island shipyard near Pittsburgh on 10 Aug., 
last year. The huge vessel is 448 feet long, 97 feet wide and 45 feet high. It has a lift- 
ing capacity of 6000 tons. 

A special Navy crew manned the craft as it was towed down the rivers, Despite 
its immense size, there was a clearance of six and one-half feet on either side as the 
AFDL-47 passed through Ohio River locks. 

More than 73 miles of welding was performed during the construction of the dry- 
dock. It is a self-contained unit, having its own water distillation plant, diesel electric 
generators for lights and power. Crew quarters are designed for 130 men and seven 
officers. Machinery and crew quarters are in the 12-foot sidewalls of the vessel. Since 
drydocks of this type are moved infrequently, the AFDL-47 is not self-propelled. 

Final destination of the drydock was not revealed by the Navy. Several weeks 
will be required for the trip to the Gulf.

Mobile kitchens, installed in trucks and on sleds and designed by the Quar- 
termaster Corps for operation in temperatures as low as 65 degrees below zero, 
are being tested in Army maneuvers at Cp. McCoy, Wis., and in Alaska this 
winter. These experimental kitchens are made up in five different types: a wide 
unit fitted into the standard one-ton cargo trailer; a narrow unit in the same style 
trailer; a larger unit in the Ordnance van truck; a similar one in the stake body 
truck ; and a narrow type mounted on the one-ton cargo sled.

Qualification for Flight Pay 


All orders to duty involving flying as 
Technical Observer will be cancelled by 
the Navy effective 30 April. Unless such 
officers are requalified in accordance with 
instructions, their flight pay will termi- 
nate on that date. 

NavAct 7 states: 

“Officers whose orders are so cancelled re- 
port to CO for duty. Where reinstatement of 
flight status is desired, CO submit request 
for orders to BuPers via chain of command 
and CNO (OP-54). CO must justify issuance 
of orders in accordance with provisions of 
BuPers C/L 206-43 and forwarding commands 
make constructive recommendations, In addi- 
tion, requests must include detailed descrip- 
tion officers’ duties in the air. Requests based 
on desire to increase an officer’s flight pay or 
on need for air travel will not be approved.” 

This order is said to serve the two- 
fold purpose of reducing expenditures for 
flight pay, and of determining the number 
of officers classified as Technical Observ- 
ers, for which there is no administrative 
designator.

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Guard Chief Hits War Dept. 


Maj. Gen. Ellard A. Walsh, Adjutant 
General of Minnesota and president of 
both the Adjutant Generals Association 
and the National Guard Association of 
the United States, this week charged lack 
of cooperation from the War Department 
itself and the Army Air Forces in im- 
plementing the War Department’s pro- 
gram for reorganizing the National 
Guard. 

Favoritism was charged in regard to 
the Organized Reserves which he said 
was set up in competition with the Na- 
tional Guard. 

General Walsh opened a conference 
in Washington this week in which Adju- 
tants General and United States property 
and disbursing officers met for a three-day 
conference with War Department repre- 
sentatives. 

In his report to the Association, Gen- 
eral Walsh declared that “as a result of 
the obstacles and hindrances which the 
National Guard has encountered in its 
efforts to reorganize, the morale of its 
officers and noncommissioned officers is 
being seriously affected and unless the 
Congress takes definite action soon, the 
country may find itself without an ‘M- 
Day Balanced Force’ when the need is 
greatest.” 

Lack of Cooperation 

“Instead of obtaining the active and 
militant assistance and cooperation of the 
War Department and Army Areas,” Gen- 
eral Walsh said, “every conceivable ob- 
stacle has been placed in the way of the 
States and the military authorities there- 
of in their efforts to expedite the speedy 
reorganization of the National Guard.” 

General Walsh charged attempts to set 
up the Organized Reserve Corps as “a 
great Federal militia in competition with 
the National Guard.” A directive from 
the Secretary of War recently required 
that all War Department agencies swing 
their full efforts behind the Guard’s re- 
organization program, but to date, Gen- 
eral Walsh said, Lt. Gen. Albert C. Wede- 
meyer, commanding general of the Second 
Army, is the only one of the six Army 
Area commanders who has complied. 

“In its efforts to obtain allotments of 
surplus war property,” General Walsh 
said, “the National Guard and the States 
have been completely unsuccessful. It has 
had to sit impotent while millions of dol- 
lars’ worth of surplus war stock rotted 
or was otherwise diverted. The States 
have, and are at this moment, still en- 
deavoring to secure return of facilities 
and installations which were leased to 
the Army during the war on the basis of 
a doliar a year.” 

Hits AAF Attitude 

“The States and the National Guard 
have had to contend with prejudice, in- 
difference and ignorance in high places,” 
General Walsh continued. He charged the 
Army Air Forces with an attempt to “as- 
sume command” of the National Guard 
and with planning to have two Adjutants 
General and U. S. Property and Disburs- 
ing Officers in each state. 

“Yet when the National Guard pro- 
tested to the high command of the Air 
Forces we were told to be patient as it 
would take time to bring subordinate Air 
Corps officers into line. We can well 
imagine the reaction in high places in 
the War Department and Army if the 
National Guard had pleaded for time on 
the grounds that it could not control its 
subordinate officers. The inference is 
plain—we would have been relieved sum- 
marily.” 

General of the Army Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, Chief of Staff, addressed the As- 
sociation on the closing day of the con- 
ference. 

Maj. Gen. Butler B. Miltonberger, 
Chief of the National Guard Bureau, was 
host the evening of 26 Feb. to the adju- 
tants general, property officers and their 
wives, and Cabinet members, Congress- 
men and high-ranking officers of the Army 
at a premier broadcast of the National 
Guard’s Paul Whiteman show in the De- 
partmental Auditorium. General Milton- 
berger addressed the nation on the Na- 
tional Guard’s reorganization plans. 

Citing the National Guard for its “glori- 
ous history,” General Miltonberger said 
that it is now embarking on a new pro- 
gram, “not to prepare for war, but to 
preserve the peace.” 

Today, 1 March, the adjutants general

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Financial Digest 

Preliminary data compiled by the Se- 
curities and Exchange Commission In- 
dicate expenditures totalling close to $12 
billion by private industry for new plants 
and equipment in 1946. This was one of 
the important factors supporting the ex- 
ceptionally high rate of industrial activity 
for the year, and compares with previous 
high levels of approximately $9.2 billion 
in 1929, $6.7 billion in 1937, and 8.2 billion 
in 1941. 


It was expected this week that the 
House would pass its bill outlawing portal 
pay suits. 


It appears, with due allowance for the 
higher cost and price level, that private 
business in 1946 added to its facilities for 
production and distribution of products 
other than agricultural at a rate slightly 
lower than that of the year 1929 but 
higher than in any subsequent year. 

During the war years, of course, capital 
expenditures by private industry were 
curtailed. The Department of Commerce 
in a recent study indicates a correlation, 
over a period of years, between the gross 
sales of the major part of industry and 
expenditures for plants and equipment. 
The latter, however, are subject to wider 
cyclical swings. A marked lag in the use 
of private funds for the purpose of ex- 
panding plants became evident after 1941. 

On the basis of the Department of Com- 
merce study it can be estimated that 
private business capital expenditures in 
the 1942-1945 period fell about $20 billion 
short of the expected aggregate. 

Capital expansion by private industry 
was displaced to some extent by Govern- 
ment construction during the war years, 
but it seems improbable that this pro- 
vided a full offset insofar as peacetime 
needs are concerned. Outlay by the Gov- 
ernment for industrial and commercial 
goods, consisting mainly of plants and 
equipment, and for certain plants cf a 
utility character, rose from $400 million 
in 1939 to $7.4 billion in 1942, This last 
figure was the wartime peak. 

Not only did estimated capital expendi- 
tures by private industry reach a new 
peak in 1946, but it appears that they were 
$1.5 billion to $2 billion higher in relation 
to sales than was to be expected on the 
basis of past peacetime relationships.

The Maritime Commission has an- 
nounced that it will permit a choice of 
certain features of its modernized C3 
eargo vessel to suit the individual re- 
quirements of prospective purchasers and 
minimize the cost of construction. 

Separate quotations will be accepted 
from bidders on six features of the new 
C3-S-DB3 design which may be desirable 
for some trades but not necessary in 
others, the Commission said. Any or all 
of these features may be specified, to be 
added to the cost of the vessel. They are: 

“1. Cargo refrigeration (60,000 feet will be 
proposed). 

“2. Cargo dehumidification (the tentative 
proposal is for holds 2, 3, 4 and 5). 

“3. Cargo oil deep tanks (proposal is to 
utilize hold No, 4 with independent pumping 
arrangements and heating coils). 

“4. Power topping lifts to facilitate setting 
up and handling the booms, thereby mini- 
mizing stevedoring and other labor time. 

“5. Gyro-pilot, which is proved desirable 
but left to the option of the purchaser as to 
necessity. 

“6. Combustion control (same comment as 
item 5).” 

The Commission feels that to allow 
these options will make the new design 
more attractive to purchasers, consider- 
ing the advantages and improvements 
over the original C3 type, especially as to 
facilitating cargo stowage by the use of 
twin hatches, possibilities of increased 
deadweight, and improved cargo gear de- 
sign. 

As an aid to prospective buyers the 
Maritime Commission has included a 
group of vessels which are available for 
sale at fixed prices in its illustrated 
monthly catalog, the “Marine Surptns 
Seller.” Hundreds of surplus marine items 
are also listed in the February issue, 

Included in the February listings are 
coastal tankers, tugs, various types of 
landing craft, motor torpedo boats, and 
various patrol craft ranging in price from 
$4,000 for one of the famous speedy PT 
boats to $225,000 for a 1,200-ton Diesel 
tanker, and $265,000 for new, sturdy, 
ocean-going tugs. Largest single type of- 
fering comprises more than 250 Navy 
LCI’s which can now be purchased for 
$10,000 each “as is, where is.” 

The vessels are located in various ports 
throughout the country and are available 
for immediate delivery on a first come, 
first served basis.

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sirable for the operations of the Department 
of the Air Force or the United States Air 
Force, shall be transferred to and vested in 
the Secretary of the Air Force and the De. 
partment of the Air Force: Provided, That, 
in order to permit an orderly transfer, the 
Secretary of National Defense may direct 
that the Department of the Army shall con- 
tinue for appropriate periods to exercise any 
of such functions, insofar as they relate to 
the Department of the Air Force, or the 
United States Air Force or their property 
and personnel.

United States Air Force 

Sec. 108. (a) The United States Air Force 
is hereby established under the Department 
of the Air Force. The Army Air Forces, the 
Air Corps, United States Army, and the Gen- 
eral Headquarters Air Force (Air Force Com- 
bat Command), shall be transferred to the 
United States Air Force. 

(b) There shal] be a Chief ‘of Staff, United 
States Air Force, who shall be appointed by 
the President, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, for a term of four 
years from among the officers of general rank 
who are assigned to or commissioned in the 
United States Air Force. Under the direction 
of the Secretary of the Air Force, the Chief 
of Staff, United States Air Force, shall exer- 
cise command over the United States Air 
Force and shall be charged with the duty of 
carrying into execution all lawful orders and 
directions which may be transmitted to him. 
The functions of the Commanding General, 
General Headquarters Air Force (Air Force 
Combat Command), and of the Chief of the 
Air Corps and of the Commanding General, 
Army Air Forces, shall be transferred to the 
Chief of Staff, United States Air Force. When 
such transfer becomes effective, the offices of 
the Chief of the Air Corps, United States 
Army, and Assistants to the Chief of the Air 
Corps, United States Army, provided for by 
the Act of June 4, 1920, as amended (41 Stat. 
768), and Commanding General, General Head- 
quarters Air Force, provided for by section 
5 of the Act of June 16, 1936 (49 Stat. 1525), 
shall cease to exist. While holding office as 
Chief of Staff, United States Air Force, the 
incumbent shall hold a grade and receive al- 
lowances equivalent to those prescribed by 
law for the Chief of Staff, United States Army 
The Chief of Staff, United States Army, the 
Chief of Naval Operations, and the Chief of 
Staff, United States Air Force, shal) take rank 
between themselves according to their reis- 
tive dates of appointment as such, and shal! 
each take rank above all other officers on the 
active list of the Army, Navy, and Air Force: 
Provided, That nothing in this Act shall have 
the effect of changing the relative rank of the 
present Chief of Staff, United States Army, 
and The Chief of Naval Operations, 

(c) All commissioned officers, warrant offi- 
cers, and enlisted men, commissioned, hold- 
ing warrants, or enlisted, in the Air Corps, 
United States Army, or the Army Air Forces, 
shall be transferred in branch to the United 
States Air Force. All other commissioned 
officers, warrant officers, and enlisted men, 
who are commissioned, hold warrants, or are 
enlisted, in any component of the Army of 
the United States and who are under the au- 
thority or command of the Commanding Gen- 
eral, Army Air Forces, shall be continued un- 
der the authority or command of the Chief of 
Staff, United States Air Force and under the 
jurisdiction of the Department of the Air 
Force. Personnel whose status is affected by 
this subsection shall retain their existing 
commissions, warrants, or enlisted status in 
existing components of the armed forces un- 
less otherwise altered or terminated in ac-

War Council

tional Defense Establishment a War Council 
composed of the Secretary of National De- 
fense, as Chairman, who shal] have power of 
decision; the Secretary of the Army; the 
Secretary of the Navy; the Secretary of the 
Air Force; the Chief of Staff, United States 
Army; the Chief of Naval Operations; and 
the Chief of Staff, United States Air Force. 
The War Council shall advise the Secretary 
of National Defense on matters of broad 
policy relating to the armed forces, and shall 
consider and report on such other matters as 
the Secretary of Nationa] Defense may direct. 

Joint Chiefs of Staff 

See. 111. (a) There is hereby established 
within the National Defense Establishment 
The Joint Chiefs of Staff, which shall consist 
of the Chief of Staff, United States Army; 
the Chief of Naval Operations; the Chief of 
Staff, United States Air Force; and the Chief 
of Staff to the Commander in Chief, if there 
be one. 

(b) Subject to the authority and direction 
of the President and the Secretary of National 
Defense, it shall be the duty of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff— 

(1) to prepare strategic plans and to pro- 
vide for the strategic direction of the mili- 
tary forces; 

(2) to prepare joint logistic plans and to 
assign to the military services logistic re- 
sponsibilities in accordance with such plans; 

(3) to establish unified commands in strate- 
gic areas when such unified commands are in 


‘the interest of national security; 


(4) to formulate policies for joint training 
of the military forces; 

(5) to review major material and personnel 
requirements of the military forces, in ac- 
cordance with strategic and logistic plans; 

(6) to provide United States representation 
on the Military Staff Committee of the United 
Nations in accordance with the provisions of 
the Charter of the United Nations. 

(c) The Joint Chiefs of Staff shall act as 
the principal military advisors to the Presi- 
dent and the Secretary of National Defense, 
and shall perform such other duties as they 
may direct or may be prescribed by law. 

Joint Staff 

See, 112. There shall be, under the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, a Joint Staff to consist of not 
to exceed 100 officers and to be composed. of 
approximately equal numbers of officers of 
the United States Army, the United States 
Navy and the United States Air Force. The 
Joint Staff, operating under a Director there- 
of appointed by the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
shall perform such duties as may be directed 
by the Joint Chiefs of Staff. The Director 
shal] be an officer junior in grade to all mem- 
bers of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

Munitions Board 

Sec. 113. (a) There is hereby established in 
the National Defense Establishment a Muni- 
tions Board, hereinafter in this section re- 
ferred to as the “Board.” 

(b) The Board shall be composed of a Chair- 
man, who shall be the head thereof, and an 
Under Secretary or Assistant Secretary from 
each of the three military departments, to be 
designated in each case by the Secretaries of 
their respective departments. The Chairman 
shal] be appointed from civilian life by the 
Secretary of National Defense and shall re- 
ceive compensation at the rate of $14,000 a 
year or at the rate of $50 a day but not to 
exceed $14,000 in any one year. 

(c) It shall be the duty of the Board under 
the direction of the Secretary of National 
Defense and in support of strategic and log- 
— plans prepared by the Joint Chiefs of 
stafrt— 


(1) to coordinate the appropriate activities 
within the National Defense Establishment 
with regard to industrial matters, including 
the procurement, production, and distribu- 
tion plans of the Establishment; 

(2) to plan for the military aspects of in- 
dustrial mobilization ; 

(3) to recommend assignment of procure- 
ment responsibilities among the severa] mili- 





tary services and to plan for standardization 
of specifications and for the greatest prac- 
ticable allocation of purchase authority of 
technical equipment and common use items 
on the basis of single procurement; 

(4) to prepare estimates of potential pro- 
duction, procurement, and personnel for use 
in evaluation of the logistic feasibility of 
strategic operations; 

(5) to determine relative priorities of the 
various segments of the military procure- 
ment programs; 

(6) to supervise such subordinate agencies 
as are or may be created to consider the sub- 
jects falling within the scope of the Board’s 
responsibilities; 

(7) to make recommendations to regroup, 
combine, or dissolve existing inter-service 
agencies operating in the fields of procure- 
ment, production, and distribution in such 
manner as to promote efficiency and economy; 

(8) to maintain liaison with other agencies 
for the proper correlation of military re- 
quirements with the civilian ecnomy, par- 
ticularly in regard to the procurement or 
disposition of strategic and critical material 
and the maintenance of adequate reserves of 
such material, and to make recommendations 
as to policies in connection therewith; 

(9) to assemble and review material and 
personnel requirements presented by the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff and those presented by 
the production, procurement, and distribu- 
tion agencies assigned to meet military needs, 
and to make recommendations thereon to the 
Secretary of National Defense; 

(10) to perform such other duties as the 
Secretary of National Defense may direct. 

(d) When the Chairman of the Board first 
appointed has taken office, the Joint Army 
and Navy Munitions Board shall cease to 
exist and all its functions, records, and per- 
sonnel shall be transferred to the Munitions 
Board. 

(e) The Secretary of Nationa] Defense shall 
provide the Board with such personnel and 
facilities as the Secretary may determine to 
be required by the Board for the performance 
of its functions. 

Research and Development Board 

Sec. 114. (a) There is hereby established in 
the National Defense Establishment a Re- 
search and Development Board, hereinafter 
in this section referred to as the “Board.” 
The Board shall be composed of a Chairman, 
who shal] be the head thereof, and two repre- 
sentatives each from the Departments of the 
Army, Navy, and Air Force, to be designated 
by the Secretaries of their respective De- 
partments. The Chairman shall be appointed 
from civilian life by the Secretary of Na- 
tional Defense and shal] receive compensa- 
tion at the rate of $14,000 a year or at the 
rate of $50 a day but not to exceed $14,000 in 
any one year. The purpose of the Board 
shall be to advise the Secretary of National 
Defense as to the status of scientific research 
relative to the national security, and to assist 
him in assuring adequate provision for re- 
search and development on scientific prob- 
lems relating to the national] security. 

(b) It shall be the duty of the Board, un- 
der the direction of the Secretary of National 
Defense— 

(1) to prepare a complete and integrated 
program of research and development for 
military purposes; 

(2) to advise with regard to trends in 
scientific research relating to national se- 
curity and the measures necessary to assure 
continued and increasing progress; 

(3) to recommend measures of coordina- 
tion of research and development among the 
military departments, and allocation among 
them of responsibilities for specific programs 
of joint interest; 

(4) to formulate policy for the National 
Defense Establishment in connection with re- 
search and development matters involving 
agencies outside the National Defense Estab- 
lishment; 

(5) to consider the interaction of research 
and development and strategy, and to ad- 
vise the Joint Chiefs of Staff in connection 
therewith ; 

(6) to perform such other duties as the 
Secretary of National Defense may direct. 

(c) When the Chairman of the Board first 
appointed has taken office, the Joint Re- 
search and Development Board shall cease 
to exist and all its records and personne! shall 
be transferred to the Research and Develop- 
ment Board. 

(d) The Secretary of National Defense shall 
provide the Board with such personnel and 
facilities as the Secretary may determine to 
be required by the Board for the performance 
of its functions. 

Title I1l—Coordination for National Security 
National Security Council 

Sec. 201. (a) There is hereby established a 
Council to be known as the National Security 
Council (hereinafter in this section referred to 
as the “Council’’). The function of the Coun- 
cil shall be to advise the President with re- 
spect to the integration of foreign and mili- 
tary policies and to enable the military serv- 
ices and other agencies of the government to 
cooperate more effectively in matters involvy- 
ing national security. The Council shall be 
composed of the Secretary of State, the Secre- 
tary of National Defense, the Secretary of 
the Army, the Secretary of the Navy, the 
Secretary of the Air Force, the Chairman of 





the Nationg! Security Resources Board, and 
such other members as the President may 
designate from time to time. 

(b) In addition to performing such other 
functions.as the President may direct, for the 
purpose of more effectively coordinating the 
policies of the departments and agencies of 
the government and their functions relating to 
the national security, it shall, subject to the 
direction of the President, be the duty of 
the Council— 

(1) to assess and appraise the objectives, 
commitments, and risks of the United States 
in relation to our actual and potential mili- 
tary power, in the interess of national secu- 
rity, for the purpose of making recommenda- 
tions to the President in connection there- 
with; and 

(2) to consider policies on matters of com- 
mon interest to the Department of State, the 
National Defense Establishment, and the Na- 
tional Security Resources Board, and to make 
recommendations to the President in con- 
nection therewith. 

(c) The Council shall have a staff to be 
headed by an executive secretary who shall 
be appointed by the President, and who shall 
receive compensation at the rate of $12,000 
a year. The executive secretary. subject to 
the direction of the Council, is authorized 
to appoint and fix the compensation of such 
personnel as may be necessary to perform 
such duties as may be prescribed by the 
Council in connection with the performance 
of its functions. 

(d) The Council shall, from time to time, 
make such recommendations and such other 
reports to the President as it deems appro- 
priate or as the President may require. 

Central Intelligence Agency 

Sec. 202, (a) There is hereby established 
under the National Security Council a Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency with a Director of 
Central Intelligence, who shall be the head 
thereof, to be appointed by the President. 
The Director shall receive compensation at 
the rate of $14,000 a year. 

(b) Any commissioned officer of the United 
States Army, the United States Navy, or the 
United States Air Force may be appointed 
to the office of Director; and his appoint- 
ment to, acceptance of, and service in, such 
office shall in no way affect any status, of- 
fice, rank, or grade he may occupy or hold 
in the United States Army, the United States 
Navy, or the United States Air Force, or any 
emolument, perequisite, right, privilege, or 
benefit incident to or arising out of any such 
status, office, rank, or grade. Any such com- 
missioned officer on the active list shall, 
while serving in the office of Director, receive 
the military pay and allowances payable to 
a commissioned officer of his grade and 
length of service and shall be paid, from any 
funds available to defray the expenses of 
the Agency, annual compensation at a rate 
equal to the amount by which $14,000 ex- 
ceeds the amount of his annual military pay 
and allowances. 

(c) Effective when the Director first ap- 
pointed under subsection (a) has taken of- 
fice— 

(1) The functions of the National Intel- 
ligence Authority (11 Fed. Reg. 1337, 1339, 
5 February 1946) are transferred to the Na- 
tional Security Council, and such Authority 
shall cease to exist. 

(2) The functions of the Director of Cen- 
tral Intelligence, and the functions, person- 
nel, property, and records of the Central In- 
telligence Group are transferred to the Di- 
rector of Central Intelligence appointed un- 
der this Act and to the Central Intelligence 
Agency respectively, and such Group shall 
cease to exist, Any unexpended balances of 
appropriations, allocations, or other funds 
available or authorized to be made available 
for such Group shall be available and shall 
be authorized to be made available in like 
manner for expenditure by the Agency, 

National Security Resources Board 

Sec, 203. (a) There is hereby established a 
National Secuitry Resources Board, herein- 
after in this section referred to as the 
“Board,” to be composed of the Chairman of 
the Board and such heads or representatives 
of the various executive departments and in- 
dependent agencies as may from time to time 
be designated by the President to be mem- 
bers of the Board. The Chairman of the Board 
shall be appointed from civilian life by the 
President and shall receive compensation at 
the rate of $15,000 a year or at the rate of 
$50 a day but not to exceed $15,000 in any one 
year, 

(b) The Chairman of the Board, subject to 
the direction of the President, is authorized 
to appoint and fix the compensation of such 
personnel as may be necessary to assist the 
Board in carrying out its functions, 

(c) It shall be the function of the Board to 
advise the President concerning the coordina- 
tion of military, industrial, and civilian mo- 
bilization, including— 

(1) policies concerning industrial and ci- 
vilian mobilization in order to assure the 
most effective mobilization and maximum 
utilization of the nation’s manpower in the 
event of war; 

(2) programs for the effective use in time of 
war of the nation’s natural and industrial re- 
sources for military and civilian needs, for 
the maintenance and stabilization of the ci- 
villian economy in time of war, and for the 
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adjustment of such economy to war needs and 
conditions; 

(3) policies for unifying, in time of war, 
the activities of Federal agencies and de- 
partments engaged in or concerned with pro- 
duction, procurement, distribution, or trans- 
portation of military or civilian supplies, ma- 
terials, and products; 

(4) the relationship between potential sup- 
plies of and potential requirements for man- 
power, resources, and productive facilities in 
time of war: 

(5) policies for establishing adequate re- 
serves of strategic and critica] material, and 
for the conservation of these reserves; 

(6) the strategic relocation of industries, 
services, government, and economic activities, 
whose continuous operation is essential to the 
nation’s security. 

(d) The Board shall perform such other 
functions, not inconsistent with law, concern- 
ing the coordination of military, industrial, 
and civilian mobilization as the President 
may direct. 

(e) In performing its functions, the Board 
shall utilize to the maximum extent the fa- 
cilities and resources of the departments and 
agencies of the Government. 

Title [II—Miscellaneous 
Succession to the Presidency 

Sec. 301, The first section of the Act en- 
titled “An Act to provide for the performance 
of the duties of the Office of President in 
ease of the removal, death, resignation, or 
inabil‘ty both of the President and of the 
Vice-President,” approved 19 January 1886 
(24 Stat. 1), is amended (1) by striking out 
“Secretary of War” and inserting in leu 
thereof “Secretary of National Defense,” and 
(2) by striking out “or if there be none, or 
in case of his removal, death, resignation, 
or inability, then the Secretary of the Navy.” 

Compensation of Secretaries 

Sec. 302 (a) The Secretary of Nationa) De- 
fense shall receive the compensation pre- 
scribed by law for heads of executive de- 
partments, 

(b) The Secretary of the Army, the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, and the Secretary of the 
Air Force shall each receive the compensation 
prescribed for the Secretary of National De- 
fense. 

Under Secretaries and Assistant 

Sec. 303. The Under Secretaries and Assist- 
ant Secretaries of the Army, the Navy, and 
the Air Force shall each receive compensation 
at the rate of $12,000 a year and shall per- 
form such duties as the Secretaries of their 
respective departments may prescribe, 

Advisory Committees and Personnel 

Sec, 304. (a) The Secretary of National De- 
fense, the Chairman of the National Security 
Resources Board, and the Director of Central 
Intelligence are authorized to appoint such 
advisory committees and to employ consistent 
with other provisions of this Act, such part 
time advisory personnel as they may deem 
necessary in carrying out their respective 
functions and the functions of agencies under 
their control. Persons holding other offices 
or positions under the United States for which 
they receive compensation while serving as 
members of such committees shall receive no 
additional compensation for such service. 
Other members of such committees and other 
part-time advisory personnel 80 employed 
may serve without compensation or may re- 
ceive compensation at a rate not to exceed 
$50 for each day of service, as determined by 
the appointing authority. 

(b) Service of an individual as a member 
of any such advisory committee, or in any 
other part-time capacity for a department or 
agency hereunder shall not be considered as 
service bringing such individual within the 
provisions of section 109 or 113 of the Criminal 
Code, (U.S.C., 1940 edition, title 18, secs. 198 
and 203) or section 19 (c) of the Contract 
Settlement Act of 1944, unless the act of such 
individual, which by such section is made 
unlawful when performed by an individual 
referred to in such section, is with respect 
to any particular matter which directly in- 
volves a department or agency which such 
person is advising or in which such depart- 
ment or agency is directly interested. 
Status of Transferred Civilian Personnel 

Sec, 305. All transfers of civilian personnel 
under this Act shall be without change In 
classification or compensation, but the head 
of any department or agency to which such 
a transfer is made is authorized to make such 
changes in the titles and designations and 
prescribe such changes in the duties of such 
personnel commensurate with their classifica- 
tion as he may deem necessary and appro- 
priate. 





Saving Provisions 

Sec, 306. (a) All laws, orders, regulations, 
and other actions applicable with respect to 
any function, activity, personnel, property, 
records, or other thing transferred under this 
Act, or with respect to any officer, depart- 
ment, or agency, from which such transfer 
is made, shall, except to the extent rescinded, 
modified, superseded, terminated, or made 
inapplicable by or under authority of law, 
have the same effect as if euch transfer had 
not been made; but, after any such transfer, 
any such law, order, regulation, or other ac-

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tion which vested functions in or otherwise 
related to any officer, department, or agency 
from which such transfer was made, shall, 
insofar as applicable with respect to the 
function, activity, personnel, property, rec- 
ords, or other thing transferred and to the 
extent not inconsistent with other provisions 
of this Act, be deemed to have vested such 
tunction in or relate to the officer, depart- 
ment, or agency to which the transfer was 
made. 

(b) No suit, action, or other proceeding 
‘awfully commenced by or against the head 
of any department or agency or other officer 
of the United States, in his official capacity 
or in relation to the discharge of his offi- 
cial duties, shall abate by reason of the tak- 
ing effect of any transfer or change in title 
under the provisions of this Act; and, in 
the case of any such transfer, such suit, 
action, or other proceeding may be main- 
tained by or against the successor of such 
head or other officer under the transfer, but 
only if the court shall allow the same to be 
maintained on motion or supplemental peti- 
tion filed within twelve months after such 
transfer takes effect, showing a necessity for 
the survival of such suit, action, or other 
proceeding to obtain settlement of the ques- 
tions involved. 

(c) Notwithstanding the provisions of the 
second paragraph of section 5 of title I of 
the First War Powers Act, 1941, the exist- 
ing organization of the War Department 
under the provisions of Executive Order No. 
9082 of 28 February 1942, as modified by 
Executive Order No. 9722 of 13 May 1946, 
and the existing organization of the Depart- 
ment of the Navy under the provisions of 
Executive Order No. 9635 of 29 September 
1945, ineluding the assignment of functions 
to organizational units within the War and 
Navy Departments, may, to the extent de- 
termined by the Secretary of National De- 
fense, continue in force except to the extent 
modified by the provisions of this Act or 
under the authority of law. 

Transfer of Funds 

Sec. 307, All unexpended balances of ap- 
propriations, allocations, non-appropriated 
funds, or other funds available or hereafter 
made available for use by or on behalf of the 
Army Air Forces or officers thereof, shall be 
transferred to the Department of the Air 
Foree for use in connection with the exercise 
of its functions. Such other unexpended bal- 
ances of appropriations, allocations, non- 
appropriated funds, or other funds available 
or hereafter made available for use by the 
Department of War or the Department of 
the Army in exercise of functions transferred 
to the Department of the Air Force under 
this Act, as the Secretary of National De- 
fense shall determine, shall be transferred to 
the Department of the Air Force for use in 
connection with the exercise of its functions. 
Unexpended balances transferred under this 
section may be used for the purposes for 
which the appropriations, allocations, or 
other funds were originally made available, 
or for new expenditures occasioned by the 
enactment of this Act. The transfers herein 
authorized may be made with or without war- 
rant action as may be appropriate from time 
to time from any appropriation covered by 
this section to any other such appropriation 
or to such new accounts established on the 
books of the Treasury as may be determined 
to be necessary to carry into effect the pro- 
visions of this Act. 

Authorization for Appropriations 

Sec. 308. There are hereby authorized to be 
appropriated such sums as may be necessary 
and appropriate to carry out the provisions 
and purposes of this Act. 

Definition 

Sec. 309. As used in this Act, the term 
“function” includes functions, powers, and 
duties. 





Separability 
Sec. 310. If any provision of this Act or 
. the application thereof to any person or cir- 
cumstances is held invalid, the validity of 
the remainder of the Act and of the applica- 
tion of such provision to other persons and 
circumstances shall not be affected thereby. 
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“This proposed bill has the approval of the 
Secretary of War, the Secretary of the Navy 
and the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

“It is my belief that this suggested legisla- 
tion accomplishes the desired unification of 
the services and I heartily recommend its en- 
actment by the Congress.” 

The War Department published the fol- 
lowing statement in support of the bill: 

“The War Department believes that the bill, 
‘National Security Act of 1947’ faithfully im- 
plements the terms of the agreement reached 
on 16 January 1947, between the Secretary of 
War and the Secretary of the Navy. 

“The War Department considers that the 
organization as provided for in the bill is 
sound, workable and efficient and will sup- 
port it if called upon by the Congress,” 





Secretary Forrestal repeated a previous 
statement that the Navy would give the 
unification bill its full support. 

Most of the bill was drafted in the 
War Department, it is said, with help 
from Navy representatives. Although no 
formal opposition developed immediately, 
a dispute was reported shaping up later 
in the week over what has been omitted 
from the proposed legislation. 

The dispute antedates even the White 
House announcement of 16 Jan. that the 
Army and Navy had agreed on a plan for 
unification. It involves the definitions of 
“primary functions and responsibilities” 
of each of the armed services, which are 
stated in the Executive Order to be issued 
by the President upon enactment of uni- 
fication legislation. 

These definitions may become the main 
point of dispute when Congressional com- 
mittees begin hearings on this bill, with 
some military leaders insisting that these 
provisions be enacted into law and not 
left to the discretion of the President. 

It is noted that the proposed Executive 
Order was agreed to by both Secretaries 
Patterson and Forrestal. Their agree- 
ment on the Executive Order, however, 
is said to have followed a_ dispute, 
largely between the Navy and _ the 
Air Force, over whether the operational 
employment of each arm should be stipu- 
lated by law. Although the Executive 
Order represents a compromise on this 
issue, it has been pointed out that either 
Mr. Truman or a successor may amend 
the Executive Order so as to alter the 
intent of Congress.

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rates and at the same time safeguarding 
the government’s investment in the offi- 
cers selected for retention. 

This is to be assured through a change 
in the percentages which fix the distribu- 
tion of rank among officers in the Navy. 
Under the promotion plan as now pro- 
posed, half of each class of junior officers 
would be eliminated as they became 
eligible for promotion to Lieutenant, nor- 
mally after six years of commissioned 
service. 

For officers who survive this initial se- 
lection, the percentages for the next 
higher ranks will be so scaled as to force 
only moderate attrition, in numbers con- 
sidered proper for the elimination of those 
who do show themselves unfit for pro- 
motion. 

An early proposal listed percentages 
approximately as follows: 45 per cent 
junior officers, 21 per cent Lieutenants, 
16 per cent Lieutenant Commanders, 11 
per cent Commanders, and 6 per cent 
Captains. 

Under such a distribution of rank, offi- 
cers promoted to Lieutenant will have 
good chances of rising to Captaincies. It 
is contemplated that promotions will be 
speeded up from seven to six-year inter- 
vals, so that an officer would normally at- 
tain his Captaincy after 24 years com- 
missioned service. 

This is a long-range plan. During the 
next few years—the so-called “transition 
period”—few promotions will be made. 
With a farsighted view that the Navy 
may be sharply reduced in size sometime 
in that period, provision will be included 
for continuing temporary promotions in 
order that demotions in permanent rank 
will never become necessary. 

The Navy proposal also includes pro- 
vision for the forced retirement of officers 
serving in the grade of Rear Admiral who 
are not found qualified for promotion af- 
ter designated periods of service in grade. 
Vacancies will thereby be created at the 
top, which may be filled all the way down 
the line. 

In order that specially-qualified officers 
may be promoted ahead of others of their 
class, selection boards will be permitted 
to dip down the precedence list to con- 
sider them without regard to some of 
their seniors. In general, the Navy will 
require at least three years’ service in 
grade before this provision will operate.

The above shows 
that the admiral has had active acquaint- 
ance with all phases of football—playing, 
coaching, and front office management.

Judge 
for yourself from his statement which 
follows: “I can be as tough as old Judge 
Landis of baseball ever thought of be- 
ing. Anyone who gets off the beam in any 
way will get no mercy from me. The 
league got me for results and I am going 
to do the job.”

Vote Budget Cut 


A compromise figure of $5,000,000,000 
was forecast this week as the amount 
which Congress will agree to slash from 
President Truman’s budget for 1948, fol- 
lowing a Senate vote on 26 Feb. for a 
reduction of $4,500,000,000. 

Senate and House conferees will now 
be called on to compromise the views of 
the two houses. The House had voted 
earlier to trim the budget by $6,000. 
000,000. 

In the $33,000,000,000 budget ceiling to 
which the Senate agreed, it was estimated 
that Army and Navy funds would be cut 
$750,000,000. In contrast, the House slash 
would have taken $2,500000,000 from 
National Defense appropriations. 

Senators and Representatives continued 
to speak out both for and against arms 
reductions. Following are excerpts from 
some of their remarks on the floor this 
-week : 

Senator Harry Byrd (D-Va.)—‘“In the third 
year of peace it is time to aiminate the waste 
of war and place our National Defense ex- 
penditures on the most efficient possible peace 
basis.” 

Senator Walter F. George (D-Ga.)—“I be 
lieve that America, as a strong economic force, 
is far more powerful in the councils of the 
world than she can be by mere reliance upon 
her armed forces.”

Senator Bourke B, Hickenlooper (R-Iowa) - 


—‘I shall examine with great care any pro- 
posed curtailment of the armed strength of 
the United States, and, if necessary, I shall 
vote for the maintenance of the desired 
strength, even though we cannot attain a re 
duction of $6,000,000,000 in the budget, if the 
needs of our armed forces demand it.” 

Representative Dewey Short (R-Mo.)—“‘To 
day the defense and protection of America 
does not depend upon large masses of troops, 
it depends upon a sound economy.” 

Senator Homer Ferguson (R-Mich.)—‘“Mili 
tary and naval estimates of appropriations 
and expenditures are guesses at best; their 
tendency is to err on the high side.” 

Senator Harry P. Cain (R-Wash.)—‘I do 
know men and budget estimates and the rec 
ord, and knowing these things in a general 
way I am convinced that as they apply to the 
armed services they must be examined and 
questioned and reexamined with a precise 
ness and thoroughness not in evidence for 
many years.” 

Senator Lee O’Daniel (D-Tex.)—“The best 
way in the world to have a strong national 
defense is to have a strong solvent national 
economy.” 

Senator Henry Dworshak (R-Ida,)—‘I am 
not one of those who believe that those in 
charge of the armed services are unwilling to 
cooperate, They are patriotic Americans who 
realize that we must have efficiency in the 
armed services as well as in every other de 
partment of Government.” 

Senator Millard Tydings (D-Md.)—“If it be 
said that we must not repeat the mistake of 
the Naval Disarmament Conference of 1922 
when the United States practiced disarma- 
ment by example, then we must keep up our 
armaments while other nations keep up theirs 
or we shall by too drastic a cut in the military 
estimates in effect embrace disarmament by 
example all over again.” 

Senator Scott Lucas (R-Ill.)—‘“Some Sen 
ators who talk the loudest and the noisiest 
about communistic Russia and the fears they 
have of that nation are the ones who are 
loudest in their demands for a cut in National 
Defense appropriations. . .. Call it what you 
will, the proposed 16 per cent cut in the Army 
and Navy budget is a 16 per cent cut in our 
security, It is a 16 per cent unilateral dis- 
armament, It is a 16 per cent reduction in the 
backing this body is willing to give to Gen 
eral George Marshall, Secretary of State, and 
the Honorable Warren Austin, our American 
delegate on the Security Council of the United 
Nations.” 
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
